KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 7 
(AP)—President Truman led his 
old comrades of World War I in 
a colorful parade today, leaving 
his automobile to march the last 
portion of the uphill route afoot. 

While scores of policemen were 
detailed along the parade route, 
to maintain order among the 
cheering crowds, a gunman took 
the opportunity to hold up the 
downtown Commerce Trust Co. at 
Tenth and Walnut streets, Kansas 
City’s largest bank. 


The robber got away with $1525. 
Gen. Eisenhower's brother, Arthur, 
is a vice, president of the bank. 

The President’s walk caught the 
fancy of the crowd which laughed, 
‘clapped and cheered as he stepped 
along swinging a gift cane. 

He was soaked with perspiration 
when he removed his white pan- 


te} ama hat at the end of the uphill 


climb and stood in a reviewing 
stand at Liberty Memorial Mall 
to watch other units march past. 


This event, and a second visit to 
his bed-ridden, but greatly-im- 
proved mother at Grandview, pre- 
ceded his address tonight to the 
first reunion since World War II 
of the Thirty-fifth Division, with 
which he fought in France. 


Full of surprises, 94-year-old 
Mrs.’ Martha E. Truman, whose 
condition was alarming only a few 
weeks ago, smiled and_ talked 
with her family and encouraged 
the President to say she was “do- 
ing fine.” 

The President said, “Mother had 
a good breakfast although not so 
much for lunch. She enjoyed talk- 
ing to me and I am‘very much en- 
couraged over the progress she is 
making.” 

The President, enjoying his visit 
to the fullest, took the wheel of 
a convertible automobile this aft- 
ernoon for a 22-mile drive from 
Grandview to his home town of 
Independence. Truman, who likes 
to drive, made the trip in 30 min- 
utes, accompanied by two secret 
service agents.

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TRUMAN ADVISERS 
DIVIDED ON LABOR 
BILL, EXPECT iM 
TO VETO TAX GUT 


President Said to Be Un- 
decided on Measure 
Restricting Unions but 
Leaning Toward Its 
Rejection. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
The White House inner circle of 
advisers was reported about even- 
ly split today between those urg- 
ing President Truman to sign the 
union-curbing labor bill and those 
favoring a veto. 

On the other hand, those who 
have been in touch with the Presi- 
dent are predicting confidently 
that he will veto the Republican- 
sponsored four-billion-dollar in- 
come tax reduction bill. 

But whatever course Truman 
takes on that measure, no action 
is probable until after the Presi- 
dent gets back next Friday from 
a trip to Canada, Charles G. Ross, 
White House press secretary, told 
reporters in Kansas City. 

As for the labor bill, a close as- 
sociate said the President, now in 
Kansas City, has not yet made up 
his mind, The measure will be 
laid officially on his desk Mon- 
day. 

Truman was described by this 
associate as indicating that he 
now is leaning toward a veto but 
as making it clear that he will not 
make up his mind finally until he 
has time to study analyses of 
the bill after his midweek return 
from a scheduled visit to Canada. 

The President was said to have 
made it clear to those who talked 
with him before he left Washing- 
ton that he either will veto or 
sign the bill and not let it become 
law without his signature as a 
President may do. 

Passage Over Veto Predicted. 

Some Cabinet members were 
said to have been urging the Pres- 
ident to sign, contending that it 
is likely to be enacted by Con- 
gress over a veto, The Senate's 
54-to-17 vote for it yesterday plus 
the 320-to-79 House margin indi- 
cated they are grounds 
belief that the legislation's sup- 
porters can muster the two-thirds 
approval necessary. 

Other Cabinet members are 
definitely against presidential ac- 
ceptance of the measure. Clark 
Clifford of St. Louis, Truman’s 
rere counsel, is listed on their 
side. 

Apparently the argument that 
those seeking its approval have 
been’ using most effectively is one 
that has had prominence in the 
congressional debate. This is that 
the Government will be left with- 
out ready means to prevent a coal 
strike if John L. Lewis calls his 
United Mine Workers out after 
July 1. ; 

One presidential adviser told an 
Associated Press reporter he felt 
there would be little doubt that 
Truman would reject the bill, if 
the coal strike threat had not 
arisen. 

If a veto is forthcoming, the 
President is expected to ask Con- 
gress immediately for special 
legislation to deal with the situa- 
tion presented by the expiration 
June 30 of the Government’s au- 
thority to hold the mines under 
its operation. :

(INS said Zoltan Borely, a Hun-

American Reaction. 

The Hungarian coup, which 
President Truman has called an 
outrage, still was being studied 
in Washington.

President 
Truman is risking no large stakes 
on the sincerity of Peron’s repent- 
ance, 

In addition to lifting the bar

The Argentine Trade Promotion 
Institute buys wheat from the 
country’s farmers at $1.06 a bush- 
el and sells it abroad for $3.75 
or more, On the Chicago Board 
of Trade, the price of wheat yes- 
terday hovered around $2.16. 

On exports, such as wheat, 
which the institute does not buy 
directly, and most of which is 
under contract to Great Britain, 
it collects ample commissions. In 
fact, Argentina is joyously cash- 
ing in on the world’s hunger, and 
will not easily be persuaded to 
stop. 

It is difficult to see how the 
United States may gain any com- 
mercial advantages whatever from 
the new setup. There are perhaps 
five solvent and creditor nations 
left in existence, Argentina is 
conspicuous among them. It is 
in a position to smile at Amer- 
ican foodstuffs and dollars, Al- 
ready it is buying from the United 
States all the steel, port equip- 
ment and farm and industrial ma- 
chinery we are able to sell and 
ship, besides about 25 commercial 
vessels and numbers of com- 
mercial planes. 

Paying LAttle for Shift. 
Argentina is literally on the 
most gorgeous spending spree in 
its history, and its foreign trade 
is booming. Unifed States exports 
to Argentina during the first quar- 
ter of this year are rated by the 
Department of Commerce at $133,- 
700,000, which is not far below 
the figure of $165,000,000 for the 
entire year of 1946. During the 
same 18 months Argentina sent 
to the United States imports val- 
ued at $190,000,000, chiefly hides, 
wool, linseed oil and wood tan- 
nings for making leather, 

Argentina in turn, is paying 
little for its acceptance into the 
good graces of the United 
States. It has presumably closed 
German schools and purged 
German business firms. Some 
50 Nazi agents have been de- 
ported. Doubtless there were 
more Nazi agents in Argentina, 
but the American Government 
—perhaps with tongue in cheek

The difference between Austria 
and spe og is the difference be- 
tween the Soviet world and the 
western world, Austria, although 
occupied by the armies of four 
nations, is at the moment in a 
politically contested area between 
those two worlds. In this respect 
it is like Germany, a land of con- 
tention between East and West in 
which the Russians and the west- 
ern powers alternately strive to 
dominate or make a show of try- 
ing to find a formula for living 
together.

GENEVA, June 7 (AP)—Ferenc 
Nagy today told his story of the 
events leading up to his ouster as 
premier of Hungary by the Com- 
munists, declared that Russian 
accusations against him were 
ridiculous, and said “there was no 
constitutional ground for my 
resignation.” 

Nagy resigned after the Rus- 
sians presented to the Hungarian 
Government charges involving him 
in an alleged plot to overthrow the 
republic—but he said he did not 
step down until his five-year-old 
son was safely delivered to him. 

The former premier, who re- 
ceived a dozen reporters at the 
villa in which he lives in exile 
here, observed “I would have been 
plotting against myself” if he had 
conspired against the Hungarian 
Government, 

Denies He Has Fortune. 

He shrugged when asked how 
he was going to live. He said he 
was the son of “poor peasant peo- 
ple,” had only a few suits of 
clothes and that his so-called 
estate in Hungary amounted to 
only about five acres. 

He denied that any family for- 
tune of $80,000 had been brought 
out of Hungary with his son. 

Nagy gave this account of the 
events: 

He departed May 14 for a vaca- 
tion in Switzerland, leaving his 
little son at home, after Presi- 
dent Zoltan Tildy and leaders of 
the Small Holders party told him 
they foresaw a period of tran- 
quility ahead for Hungary. 


He was at Locarno on May 28 
when he received a telephone call 
from Budapest saying that the 
acting chairman of the Allied 
Control Commission, Lt. Gen. V. P. 
Sviridov, had rejected his request 
that Bela Kovacs, secretary gen- 
eral of the Small Holdérs party, be 
turned over to the Hungarian 
Government. 

Kovacs was under arrest on 
charges of complicity in the al- 
leged plot. Bela Varga, speaker of 
Parliament, also among the ac- 
cused government officials, fled 
Budapest, 

Fears for His Friends. 

Nagy never learned what was 
thé fate of Varga and Kovacs, “I 
don’t know,” he said, “but if they 
are dead, I am personally very, 
very sorry, because they were dear 
friends of mine.” 

Nagy said the Russian refusal 
to hand over Kovacs was based on 
the contention that the investiga- 
tion had not been completed, He 
said he was given to understand 
that he, himself, was accused of 
having had knowledge of the ac- 
tivities of those on the Russians’ 
list. 

The same day he received the 
call from Budapest, a meeting of 
the Hungarian Cabinet was held, 
and he was requested to return, 
He agreed to return at once, say- 
ing, however, that the accusations 
against him were “without foun- 
dation and ridiculous.” 

He telephoned Tildy the follow- 
ing morning “and he also asked 


me to return and added an assur~- 
ance that things could be put 
right.” 

He continued: 

“I already had one foot on the 
running board of my motor when 
our minister asked me to come to 
the telephone. 

“The minister said that personal 
friends had rung him up and said 
that under no circumstances 
should I leave Switzerland. [I 
should wait in Switzerland until 
the Minister of Information, Er- 
nest Mihalyfi, should arrive and 
tell me about the situation. In 
spite of the warning, I told Gor- 
don (Hungarian Minister to Swit- 
zerland Ferenc Gordon) that I had 
decided to return home, but I de- 
cided to go through Bern, and in 
the meanwhile I asked Gordon to 
ask Tildy whether he shared the 
view that I should not go home. 

“In Bern, Gordon told me that 
Tildy said that the warning had 
come with his full knowledge. 

“The following day I asked Gor- 
don to ask Etienne Balogh, Sec- 
retary of State, whether I could 
reach Budapest, where I was told 
adverse circumstances might arise 
at the same time. Balogh, who 
was also general secretary of the 
Small Holders party, said that it 
might be helpful if I would send 
in my resignation from Switzer- 
land. 

Demands Son's Freedom. 


“My answer to Balogh was as 
follows: 

“"The accusations are not true 
and there are no constitutional 
grounds for my resignation. In 
order not to increase the aggra- 
vated situation at home and not 
increase the suffering of the Hun- 
garian people I would resign under 
certain conditions.’ I emphasized 
that I would sign my resignation 
only when my little son had ar- 
rived in Switzerland. From that 
moment I have had no communi- 
cation with the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment. 

“My resignation was urged hour- 
ly, but I stuck to my decision 
not to resign until my child had 
been handed over. 

“The same day—May 31—Mr. 
(Matyas) Rakosi, the (Commu- 
nist) Deputy Prime Minister, gave 
orders to Mr. Gordon that re- 
gardiess of whether I had re- 
signed or not, he (Gordon) should 
advise Budapest that I had re- 
signed. 

“Gordon told Mr. Rakosi that 
he was not going to send such a 
report, because it was not in 
accordance with the facts.

REVIEW OF BRITISH

‘WHAT IS A WHITEWASH?’ 
ASKS WASHINGTON STAR 


Paper Says Best Approach Is to Examine the 
Things That Were Done or 
Not Done. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 7~Under 
the heading, “What Is a White- 
wash?” the influential Washing- 
ton Star published today the fol- 
lowing editorial on the inquiry 
into the alleged failure of Attor- 
ney General Tom C. Clark and 
the Department of Justice to aet 
in the Kansas City primary vote 
irregularities last August: 
“sttorney General Clark has in- 
dignantly denied- the charge by 
two Republican Senators that he 
was responsible for a whitewash 
of last year’s patently fraudulent 
Democratic primary in Missouri's 
Fifth Congressional District. 


“This was the contest in which 
President Truman joined hands 
with the notorious Pendergast 
machine and the CIO Political 
Action Committee to defeat the 
incumbent Representative Slaugh- 
ter. A state grand jury has de- 
clared that Mr. Slaughter was 
defeated by ‘a deliberate, calcu- 
lated and premeditated plan to 
miscount and otherwise steal 
votes.’ 


“Obviously a mess of this sort 
holds the ingredients of a first- 
vlass political scandal, and the 
statements of partisans should be 
handled with caution. Therefore, 
since the Republicans are charg- 
‘a whitewash and since Mr. 
Clark denies this, the best ap- 
proach is to examine, not what 
these individuals say, but the 
things that were done or not done. 

“After complaints had been re- 
ceived, the FBI was instructed to 
investigate. But by the direction 
of the Attorney General, the 
scope of this investigation was 
severely restricted. According to 
J. Edgar Hoover, the FBI, under 
the restraints imposed by Mr. 
Clark, could do no more than in- 


terview four members of the Elec- 
tion Board and two reporters for 


the Kansas City Star, who had/ 


exposed some of the vote frauds. 
On the basis of these interviews, 
plus an examination of the ma- 
terial in the hands of the men 
questioned, a report was prepared. 


“It revealed no violation of fed- 
eral law. In the words of the FBI, 
however, the contents of this re- 
port did not constitute the re- 
sults of an investigation, but pur- 
suant to the specific instructions 
of the Attorney General are 
merely a summary of data devel- 
oped by the Kansas City Star and 
the Election Board. 

“It had been intimated that this 
report served as the basis for a 
conclusion by three federal judges 
that there was no ground for an 
investigation by a federal grand 
jury. It now develops, however, 
that even this is not correct. All 
the judges relied on was a synop- 
sis of the report of an admittedly 
restricted investigation. 

“It is not clear from all of this 
that there was a deliberate, con- 
scious effort by the responsible 
authorities to refrain from un- 
earthing the facts of this stolen 
election. But it is clear that the 
Attorney General, until last week, 
never directed or permitted the 
FBI to make the thorough inves- 
tigation of which it is capable, 
and which Mr. Clark personally 
and properly has insisted upon 
in other types of cases affecting 
civil rights. There remains the 
question whether this amounts to 
a whitewash. 

“According to Webster’s dic- 
tionary the verb ‘whitewash,’ in 
its colloquial sense, means to 
exonerate or clear of charges by 
means of an investigation of 
perfunctory or superficial char- 
acter.”

Donnelly, replying to 
Smith’s charges, said here that 
the Missouri State Highway Pa- 
trol has been assisting Kansas 
City police and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents since the 
ballots were stolen. 

“The Attorney General can as- 
sist a prosecuting attorney only 
when ordered to do so by the 
Governor,” he continued. “The 
Governor does not order the At- 
torney General’s assistance unless 
he is requested to do so by the 
prosecuting attorney of the county 
in which the alleged offense 
occurred—unless there is a com- 
plete breakdown in law enforce- 
ment on the part of the prosecut- 
ing attorney’s office, which I do 
not think is the case in Jackson 
county. 

“Kimbrell has not asked me for 
the assistance of the Attorney 
General's office or for any other 
assistance, I certainly do not 
intend to order the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office to assist the prose- 
cuting attorney unless he requests 
it.

MILLIGAN, REEVES LAUNCHED 
1936 INQUIRY ON THEIR OWN 


Acted Without Notifying Department of 
Justice — Regulations Now Require 
Prosecutors to Consult Washington.

KANSAS CITY, June 7—The in- 
side story of how a vigorous Unit- 
ed States District Attorney and a 
fearless federal judge brought 


about the sweeping investigation 
of the 1936 election frauds here 
without even consulting the De- 
partment of Justice was learned 
today by the Post-Dispatch, 

That situation, which led to the 
punishment of 259 ballot thieves 
without a single acquittal, and 
the downfall of the old Pender- 
gast dynasty, contrasts with con- 
ditions today as a Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee seeks to find out 
why Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark failed to act promptly on 
receipt of evidence shortly after 
the primary of last August that 
gross frauds had taken place then. 

He did not call for a full inves- 
tigation by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation until after the vault 
in the Jackson County Courthouse 
was blown open the night of May 
27-28 and ballots and other elec- 
tion records impounded by a 
state grand jury and vital to the 
state’s case against 71 defendants 
had been stolen. 

In 1936, however, shortly after 
the primary, federal authorities 
here became aroused when a com- 
mittee of citizens called on Mau- 
rice M. Milligan, then thé United 
States District Attorney, and 
asked him to call a grand jury to 
investigate brazen fraud at the 
polls. The *ommittee conferred 
also with United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves’ and the 
late Judge Merrill E. Otis, 

Although there was prima facie 
evidence of fraud at the primary, 
reflected in absurdly lopsided re- 
turns, Milligan, after consulting 
with the judges, decided not to 
call a jury at that time because 
the federal law pertaining to con- 
spiracy to deprive citizens of civil 
rights as it was then construed 
did not appear to be applicable to 
a primary but only to general 
elections in which a federal office 
was involved. 

It since has been held by the 
United States Supreme Court, in 
an original decision in 1941, that 
federal prosecution may be insti- 
tuted against those guilty of cor- 
rupting the vote at. the primary 
as well as at general elections if 
a congressional office is involved 
in the primary. In the last pri- 
mary, Enos A. Axtell, with the 
backing of President Truman and 
the remnants of the Pendergast 
organization, defeated Congress- 
man Roger C. Slaughter for re- 
nomination. Axtell was beaten 
at the general election by Albert 
L. Reeves Jr., son of the judge 
who acted decisively in 1936, 


Apprised of conditions in the 
1936 primary, Milligan kept a 
watchful eye on the conduct of 
the general election, when the 
brazen frauds were repeated, even 
to the extent of registering more 
voters in some precincts than 
there were citizens living in them. 

The citizens’ committee, which 
had called attention to frauds in 
the primary, came back to Milli- 
gan and asked him what he could 
do about the apparent fraud .in 
the genera] election. 

Milligan was ready for the com- 
mittee. So were the judges, 


Goés Into Action. 


Without even notifying Homer 
Cummings, then the Attorney Gen- 
eral, or consulting departmental 
regulations of the Department of 
Justice, Milligan went into action. 


There now 1s a regulation requir- 
ing district attorneys to consult 
with the Attorney General before 
instituting investigations falling 
under the civil rights statute, the 
Post-Dispatch was informed. 

Milligan at once wrote Judge 
Reeves a formal letter giving the 
opinion that the Federal Govern- 
ment was now free to move in. 

Although he had no formal evi- 
dence, other than the allegations 
of the citizens’ committee and 
the palpable signs of fraud on the 
face of the official returns in the 
November 1936 election, Milligan 
did not wait. He formally’ re- 
quested Judge Reeves to call a 
grand jury to investigate fraud at 
the polls. 

Judge Reeves at once sum- 
moned the jury, and on Dec. 14, 
only a little more than a month 
after the election, delivered his 
celebrated charge to the jury, in- 
structing the jurors to “move on 
them” no matter in what high 
places the vote thieves might be 
found. 

After consulting with Judge 
Reeves and Judge Otis, before the 
jurors actually had been assem- 
bled, Milligan directed the local 
office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to begin its investi- 
gation. It moved in so promptly 
that as soon as the jury began its 
sessions evidence was ready for its 
consideration, and it continued to 
come in throughout its delibera- 
tions, showing that there was sys- 
tematically planned city-wide 
fraud, 

Ballots Impounded, 

As soon as Judge Reeves had 
delivered his charge, Milligan ob- 
tained a court order from him 
impounding the ballots. The bal- 
lots were seized by the FBI, placed 
in vaults in the Federal Building 
and kept under armed guard day 
and night. 

There was no opportunity for 
those responsible for the frauds to 
steal or to destroy them, The bal- 
lots were impounded before the 
vote thieves suspected that the 
Government was actually on their 
trail. 

Before the FBI had been on its 
investigation a week, the Post- 
Dispatch learned, it had obtained 
evidence that in one precinct alone 
95 ballots had been changed from 
Republican to Democratié votes. 

Subsequent indictments and 
trials, showing conspiracy to de- 
fraud citizens of the ballot, were 
based largely on the evidence of 
the ballots themselves with fed- 
eral handwriting experts graphic- 
ally demonstrating how they were 
altered and otherwise tampered 
with,

“There are not many of these 
doctors. There are lawyers who 
help them, although not many 
lawyers either. They offer babies 
for adoption to the highest bidder, 
and the lawyers help under the 
table. 

“I know of a case currently 
where it became known that a 
couple wished to adopt a baby. 
Within three or four days after 
they decided on this, they received 
three telephone calls from lawyers 
who said they had several babies 
waiting and that any one could 
be had for $2500.” 

All three speakers urged phy- 
sicians to take the initiative in 
seeing that baby adoptions were 
handled by recognized agencies.

The. Treasury’s latest figures, 
covering the period through June 
4, show the surplus—measuring the 
excess of income over spending— 
has shrunk rapidly to $524,658,000 
since it hit a record peak of $3,- 
267,000,000 on March 28, 

Quarterly income tax payments 
by corporations and individuals, 
due June 15, are the chief reliance 
of Treasury officials for pulling 
the surplus back up to the vicini- 
ty of the Truman estimate. 

One factor that has boosted ex- 
penditures above estimates has 
been tax and customs duty re- 


funds. 
Truman Estimate. 
President Truman estimated in 


| April that these would amount to 


$2,300,000,000—a hike of $212,000,000 
ever his original estimate — but 
nearly $2,700,000,000 in refunds ac- 
tually had been paid out by June 
4, with more than three weeks left 
in the fiscal year. 

The main reason for the under- 
estimate of refunds for this fiscal 
year has been the speed of the 
Interna] Revenue Bureau in get- 
ting refunds out to fncome tax- 
payers. Breaking all records, it 


has returned more than $1,300,- 
000,000 to more than 29,000,000 in- 
dividual income taxpayers. 

The fiscal experts said the ex- 
piring year’s budget will show no 
effects whatever from cancellation 
of $641,832080 in Commodity 
Credit Corporation notes by the 
Treasury under an act of May 27. 

When this was passed, some Re- 
publicans claimed that, by advanc- 
ing the cancellation from .its 
scheduled time in the next fiscal 
year to the one now expiring, they 
had reduced next year’s budget 
expenditures and boosted this 
year’s. 

Actually, the cancellation has 
been effected already without 
causing the slightest change in 
expenditure totals for this year 


or next, and without affecting the | 


prospective budget surplus. 
- What Happened. 
What happened was this: the 
‘budget had long since reflected 


|the spending of the money as it 


was paid out to non-Government 
sources, chalking up the expendi- 
tures as they took place over a 
period of years. When Congress 
ordered the cancellation of the 
CCC notes by the Treasury, the 
transaction was marked up in ef- 
fect as a transfer from one gov- 
ernment agency to another, with 
one agency’s gain cancelling out 
the other’s loss and the total 
spending remaining unchanged.

President Truman made the re- 
port public “in order to obtain a) 
full and frank discussion by all 
individuals and organizations con- 
cerned, including private compa- 
nies, educational institutions, and 
the interested Government depart- 
ments and agencies.” 


Billions in Research. 


The report said Government re- 
search in the last five years has 
skyrocketed into a multi-billion- 
dollar program concerned primari- 
ly with aviation, transportation, 
communications, ordnance and 
atomic energy. 

After asserting that federal par- 
ticipation in postwar research 
“will be large and of major sig- 
nificance,” it reached this con- 
clusion: 

“Inventions financed with pub- 
lic funds should inure to the ben- 
efit of the public, and should not 
become a purely private monopoly 
under which the public may be 
charged for, or even denied, the 
use of technology which it has 
financed. 

“The weight of informed opinion 
and the evidence of experience 

. establish that patent rights 
are in fact an undesirable form 
of incentive” because, among other 
things, “they may induce lack of 
co-operation and _ secretiveness 
among research workers.” 

In disdussing the practice of 
the naval research laboratory, 
the report listed the case of Dr. 
Harvey C. Hayes, expert in under- 
water sound and submarine de- 
tection. 

It said Hayes was under con- 
tract for years to assign all of |! 
his patents to Texaco “allegedly 
at a compensation of $25,000 a 
ear.” 

“In 1937,” it added, “the depart- 
ment made an effort to prohibit 
conflicting outside employment, 
whereupon Dr. Hayes offered to 
resign if he were obliged to relin- 
quish his Texaco contract. Upon 
submission of the matter to the 
Judge Advocate General it was 
decided that he could retain his 
connection with Texaco while con- 
tinuing in the Navy department.” 


Oil Dilution Invention. . 


In some Army cases where it & 
said “substantial sums” have been 
realized by Government personnel, . 
the report mentioned Weldon & 
Worth, civilian employe at Wright 
Field Laboratories, who invented — 
an oil dilution system for a 
planes. 

The report said this was used 
by the British in the recent war | 
and under a patent interchange | 
agreement that country requested | mm 
the United States to obtain a | 
cense for it under Worth’s British | 
patent, The United States, under 
terms of the interchange agree- 
ment, would. bear the cost of get- 
ting ‘such a license. The report 
continued! 

“The air forces entered into 
negotiations with Worth, who of- 
fered to grant a license for an 
annual fee of approximately $100,- 
000. The negotiating officer con- 
sidered this too high and nego- 
tiations .were suspended. During 
the course of the negotiations, 
Woyth submitted information 
which indicated that he was re- 
ceiving approximately $30,000 a 
year from licenses under his Ca- 
nadian patents on the invention 
in question.” 

The report recommended: 

1. The Government should ob- 
tain all rights to inventions 
, made by its employés during 
working hours and where the 
Government has made a “sub- 
stantial contribution” of facil- 
ities, equipment, funds, etc. 

2. Ownership of the invention 
should be left to the employee, 
subject to a non-exclusive, irre- 
vocable, royalty-free license to 
the Government, in cases where 
there is “some” contribution by 
the Government, but insufficient 
to warrant assignment to the 
Government of all rights. 

8. In all other cases the fed- 
eval employe should retain all 
rights, ee to existing law.

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Nelson Rockefeller’s ‘Proj ect to Develop 
World's Backward Areas on Profit B 


International Basic Economy 
Corporation Has Already 
Started Two Business Op- 
erations in Brazil and Pre- 
liminary Plans Are Being 
Made in Venezuela.

NEW YORK, June 7. 


ELSON ALDRICH ROCKEFELLER, 

second of five sons of John D. Rocke- 

feller Jr., has embarked on a new proj- 
ect to raise the living standards in the 
world’s undeveloped areas by a unique cpm- 
bination of humanitarian impulse and un- 
sentimental business methods. 

He aspires to develop those areas by in- 
ereasing their productivity with the aid of 
modern scientific techniques and he hopes 
end believes that much of it will be done 
in association with other business men. He 
is going at it slowly because he wants to 
demonstrate that this kind of venture can 
eperate on a pay-as-you-go basis—in short, 
that it can make money while accomplishing 
socially desirable ends. 


By succeeding and earning a modest re- 
turn on invested capital, he hopes to open 
new avenues. for investment that are paved 
with positive contribution to the prosperity 
of the world, This is a departure from the 
common path of foreign investment which 
heretofore in most cdses exploited a coun- 
try’s resources for the benefit of absentee 
owners. In effect, Rockefeller’s objective’ 
is to further under private—and profitable 
—auspices some of the vast developmental 
work hé supervised for the Government dur- 
ing wartime. 

The base for his operations is a $3,000,- 
600 corporation formed with his brothers 
and called the International Basic Economy 
Corp. But IBEC, as the saying goes, is 
strictly Nelson's baby. Its intention is to 
inspire other corporations to come along in 
this developmental adventure, for IBEC is 
predicated on the belief that the standard 
of life and culture in the United States 
will inevitably be affected—and uhfavorably 
——by the lagging social standards of other 
areas. : ' 


Are Already Under Way. 


Two projects, initiated by IBEC, are al- 
ready under way in Brazil. One is a hybrid 
seed corn company, the other a hog produc- 
tion enterprise. In Venezuela, studies are 
going on preliminary to setting up a food 

distribution company, fish company and rice 
- production company. But there the pro- 
gram will halt temporarily until it has 
shown it can pay its way—and also earn 
a profit. 

Young Rockefeller, handsome and look- 
img younger than his 39 years, explained 
the purposes and hopes of his venture in a 
two-hour interview at the suite occupied by 
the Rockefellers and their father on the 
fifty-sixth floor of the RCA Building in 
Rockefeller Center. The smart, trim of- 
fices, styled modernistically, are appointed 
in excellent taste with soft gray walls and 
pastel-covered furniture. 

Despite his youth, Nelson has been Co- 
erdinator of Inter-American Affairs and an 
Assistant Secretary of State. He is con- 
sidered the most enterprising of the third 
generation of his famous family. Much of 
his winning way can be attributed to an en- 
gaging smile, a deep enthusiasm and sin- 
eerity for the things he is talking about, 
and an easy descriptive flow of the ideas 
he cherishes. He is of medium build, on 
the stocky side, with bright boyish blue eyes 
that reflect a feeling of earnestness. 

“The reason for undertaking this pro- 
gram on a business basis,”’ he said to 
the writer, “is that by proving it can be 
done profitably, we can attract other cap- 
ital to initiate similar activities. We.want 
to encourage development on a broad 
front along the lines of our own country's

one English and three American packing 
firms—Swift, Wilson and Armour. 

Ultimately the foreign investors are sup- 
posed to withdraw and float similar de- 
velopments elsewhere. And if they pull out 
with a token for their troubles, there’s no 
limit to the development in other parts of 
Latin America, in India, the Orient, Africa, 
the’ Middle East and Europe. Beginning with 
Rockefeller money, IBEC can call on re- 
sources from many varied places. Such 
companies as the Venezuelan oil firms in- 
cluding the Venezuelan affiliates of Royal 
Dutch Shell Oil Co. (British-owned), have 
expressed eagerness to assist in raising the 
living standards of the country simply as 
a matter of self-interest. 

But the continuation of IBEC, Rockefeller 
insisted, is contingent upon a steady return 
from each investment. ‘It’s got to be on a 
sound basis or we haven’t proved anything,” 
he asserted. How long each project will be 
given to prove itself varies. It will be given 
“time enough” to demonstrate its sound- 
ness and usefulness, Rockefeller said, and 
“time enough” will normally be two to five 
years. 

American and other foreign investors used 
to drop their buckets into undeveloped coun- 
tries and take without returning until the 
well ran dry. Then they abandoned it and 
left the people nearby to suffer economic 
drouth. Foreign observers consider it was 
a narrow policy as compared with this new 
approach of the Rockefellers. For IBEC 
potentially enhances the fields for foreign 
investment and export by fertilizing the for- 
eign market, by creating greater demand 
for foreign supplementation of new and ex- 
panded economic effort. by the local popula- 
tions. 


Capital Disposal 
To Be Guided by Needs. 


Many problems arise. Will profits, for 
example, be siphoned off and used for de- 
velopmental purposes somewhere else? Or 
will they be dumped back into the same soil 
from which they were drawn? That, says 
Rockefeller, depends on circumstances. 

“The basic objective is to help raise the 
living standards in any country in which 
we operate. We will be guided on the move- 
ment of capital, therefore, by its effect on 
the economy rather than by any fixed rule. 
In a country where we need the money for 
more developmental purposes, we'll leave 
it there. If the money is not needed, it

If 
we start with increased production per in- 
dividual, I feel that increased earning ca- 
pacity will come along with improved health 
and other opportunities that accompany a 
higher standard of living.” 


Visits to Caracas 
| And Rio de Janeiro. 


Brazil and Venezuela responded promptly to 
the announcements of the formation of this 
new Rockefeller organization. Brazil’s 
President Dutra invited Nelson personally 
to visit his country and take an active ex- 
ploratory role in selecting likely possibili- 
ties for IBEC investment. He was there last 
November. 

At Rio de Janeiro before Brazilian digni- 
taries, Rockefeller espoused his creed. ‘‘We 
want to set up small carefully worked out 
Brazilian companies on a sound basis,” he 
told a luncheon group meeting to honor 
him. ‘‘We desire to establish these enter- 
prises in co-operation with Brazilians who 
share the same basic economic and social 
objectives and also to employ the best. Bra- 
zilian knowledge and experience, Insofar 
as the returns from my share in these en- 
terprises is concerned, we plan to re-invest 
them in other productive undertakings, or 
use them for social purposes.” 

The Venezuelan ambassador heard this 
and notified his government. Immediately 
there came an invitation to Rockefeller to 
come to Caracas. There, President Betan- 
court, a man of modern ideas, urged Vene- 
zuelans to eollaborate with Rockefeller in a 
development program, And so the Vene- 
zuelan studies began, | 

However, IBEC does not work directly 
with foreign governments. It may get its 
invitation to investigate from official sources 
but its appeal for participation is made to 
local businessmen and foreign investors in

Rockefeller keeps the State Department 
and American ambassadors apprised of 
IBEC plans and operations as they progress, 
but only as a matter of courtesy. Formal 
government aid here or abroad has not been 
solicited. And the companies actually 
floated by IBEC are wholly independent of 
government intervention. 

As each project is contemplated, Rocke- 
feller explained, IBEC issues a typical busi- 
ness prospectus:. Investment planned, esti- 
mated returns, operating costs and other 
factors. Prospective participants are pro- 
vided with anticipated facts so they may 
form pertinent, independent judgments on 
the project’s worth, 


Separate Corporation 
For Social Development. 


Rockefeller has no illusions about the 
total job to be done. He recognizes that 
the IBEC alone, out for a return for its 
effort, cannot solve all the problems of 
raising cultural standards. There are nu- 
merous additional requirements unsuitable 
for private profitable venture which are 
just as important as industrial and agricul- 
tural expansion. These include sanitation, 
nutrition, child eare, health, education and 
training programs, and they have to be 
supported somehow. 

For these projects, the Rockefellers have 
formed a non-profit organization called the 
American International Association for Eco- 
nomic and Social Development. Its func- 
tion is to encourage through international 
co-operation ‘‘the development of better 
standards of living and opportunities for 
self-development.” Actually it complements 
the work of IBEC,. providing means for in- 
creasing literacy, public health and those 
other social benefits which with greater 
economic activity will, it is believed, ac- 
complish the ultimate objectives of the 
Rockefeller thinking. 

The two go hand in hand. Says Rocke- 
feller: “‘There is no competition between 
the private enterprise of IBEC and the non- 
profit co-operation with foreign governments 
of the association. We have felt that to 
facilitate the production of food, it was es- 
sential to. carry out these activities which 
could not be done on a business basis.” 

With respect to a long-range proposition, 
Rockefeller envisages concrete goals. He 
would like IBEC to develop a method which 
would operate almost as a bridge over 
which technical and managerial experience 
could pass from the United States to other 
countries to merge with local capital and 
experience for developmental purposes. 
From such a method, he holds, the entire 
world would benefit. 

Then he wants to send no more than a 
necessary number of trained personnel to 
the foreign areas to orient residents in mod- 
ern methods. “‘We want to use as indigen- 
ous a staff as possible,” he said, “and we 
hope to train additional nationals in the 
various phases of our work. This will en- 
able them to take over the projects almost 
entirely as quickly as possible.’’ 

Even the International Bank may be 
asked to pitch in. So far, its funds have 
not been sought. But Rockefeller expects 
certainly to call on the bank if an oppor- 
tunity develops in which the funds of the 
bank could be of material assistance, 

The Rockefeller project has been de- 
scribed as a kind of benevolent large-scale 
foreign investment, free from any taint of 
imperialism. Definite idealistic motivation 
is ascribed to it, for Rockefeller has a strong 
sympathy for the problems of the nationals 
of undeveloped regions. Still it is not an 
eleemosynary undertaking. Nothing is be- 
‘ing given away for the sheer luxury of mak- 
‘ing bequests.

Statistical Experts Now Estimate This Nation Will Reach 
Its Peak in Numbers by 1990; Meanwhile Russia and 
Asiatic Countries Are’ Climbing Much More Rapidly 
Than U.S. or Western Europe.

There are two aspects of the matter. One 
is the unexpected bulge.in the population 
of the United States during the 1940s, That 
is the short-range situation. The long-range 
prospect is that the bulge of the 1940s has 
postponed the day when this country will 
reach a stationary or declining population. 
But the day is coming and meanwhile the 
populations of Russia and Asiatic countries 
are climbing at a much more rapid rate 
than those of the United States or nations 
of Western Europe. 

Just for example: The United States 
had an estimated population in 1945 of 139,- 
621,000, of whom 22,024,000 were men in 
what might be taken roughly as the mill- 
tary age group—20 to 39. In the next gen- 
eration, that is by 1970, our total popula- 
tion is expected to grow to 159,847,000, of 
whom 24,120,000 will be men in the 20-39 
age bracket. 

For comparison, Russia's 1945 population 
is estimated at 189,000,000 with 29,230,000 
in the military age group and by 1970 these 
figures are expected to grow to 261,000,000 
and 40,300,000. 


Figures Indicate 
Great Social Change. 


The statistics are easier to understand 
when expressed in percentages. On that 
basis we look for a 14 per cent increase in 
total population in the next generation: Rus- 
sia for a 33 per cent increase. Considering 
only the military age groups of the two 
countries the anticipated increase in the 
United States is 8 per cent; in Russia, 40 
per cent. 

Here, manifestly, is something for states- 
men interested in organizing a peaceful 
world order to concern themselves with. 

Here is evidence of profound social change 
in our own country—we aren’t growing in 
numbers as fast as we used to, and the 
average age of our population is increasing. 

To reduce the matter to a trivialty which 
may illuminate one small facet of the ques- 
tion—it means that the manufacturer of 
high chairs now may be making easy chairs 
a generation hence if he wants to maintain 
a market for his product. 

That is a brief glimpse at some of the 
long-range changes to be considered in more 
detail later. But what is happening right 
now? 

The depression of the 1930s, the war, 
and war-generated prosperity, combined to 
produce the current bulge in the charted line 
of the United States population. 

During the 1930s marriages were post- 
poned because people simply couldn’t afford 
to establish families. The war came and 
two different factors combined to more than 
make up that deficit in new families. One 
was psychological: The “here today and 
gone tomorrow” attitude that led many per- 
sons to advance their marriage plans. The 


other was abundance of jobs and money 


which made it possible for some who would 
have delayed marriage to enter into it. 


Number of Families | 

Larger Than Expected. 

Because wartime marriages made up a 
statistical deficit accumulated in depression 
years and furthermore anticipated the fu- 
ture, we now have a substantially larger 
number of families than the demographers 
had expected, but for the same reasons, they 
hold that the war will have slight influence 
on the long-range population trend. On the 
one hand we overcame a past deficit; on 
the other we drew against the future. 

There will be, every 20 years or s0, an- 
other bulge in the charted population curve 
as the infants of these years marry and have 
their own children, but the line is expected 
to appear as a series of diminishing waves. 
And in the 1950s there should be a sharp 
dip, because wartime conditions encouraged 
some who would have married in that 
decade to do so earlier. 

Just before the war about 18 infants were 
born each year for each 1000 of our popu- 
lation. Now the figure is in the neighbor- 
hood of 29 for each 1000, a peak in our 
recent history. 

It isn’t hard to discover what this means 
in terms of the national economy. The 
manufacturers of layettes, snuggle-bunnies, 
children’s snow suits and such things have 
big years ahead of them. In another 10 
years or so they would do better in the 
roller skate and bicycle business. And a 
few years later they might well consider 


}the needs of what may be that equivalent 


of the hep-cat’s requirements. 

Then will come another rise in the de- 
mand for homes and house furnishings and 
the cycle will repeat itself, with lessened 
force. 

Following the same pattern, there will 
be in the next few years an intensification 
of overcrowding in the elementary schools 
and of the shortage of qualified teachers,

As the years go on this condition will 
progress through the high schools and col- 
leges., 

Overcrowded cities will continue to lose 
residents to outlying districts, no matter 
how vigorously they attempt rehabilitation 
of blighted areas within their boundaries. 
This will raise a host of questions relating 
to transportation and to’civie services. The 
“downtown” shopping districts will be hard 
put to maintain their prestige; already many 
far-seeing merchants have sought to offset 
this by establishing branch stores in out- 
lying centers. 

Industry will be faced with the problem 
of accommodating its operations to older 
workers. A few years ago it was difficult 
for a worker over 40 to find new employ- 
ment, but before today’s children have 
passed beyond the working age the propor- 
tion of older workers in the labor force qwill 
be greater than ever before. 

By 2000, when a child born this year will 
be 53 years old, the percertage of the popu- 
lation between the ages of 45 and 65 will 
have risen from its present 21 per cent to 
27. The percentage of those over 65 will 
have nearly doubled—they are now 7 per 
cent of the population, they will be 13. 

This will influence also our social security 
arrangements. There will be more persons 
drawing old-age pensions but fewer bene- 
ficiaries of the aid to dependent children 
program. 

As the population experts now estimate 
it, the United States will have reached its 
peak in numbers of people by the year 1990, 
and the curve on the chart will then be 
down—by 2000 to 163,312,000, something 
more than a million less than 10 years 
before. 

It is only fair to say that long-range pre- 
dictions of things to come, particularly pre- 
dictions of population trends, are notorious- 
ly inaccurate. 
sibly the biggest boner was pulled by 
Thomas Malthus, an eighteenth century 
prophet who figured out on a very scientific 
basis that the earth wasn’t hig enough to 
support all those who would inhabit it if 
people kept multiplying as they did in his 
day. 


Population Doubled 

Since Time of Malthus. 

But Malthus miscalculated. There are 
about two billion people today, a little more 
than double the number who existed when 
he came to the conclusion the world was 
on the verge of starving to death. 

Not to suggest that the sources on which 
this article is based are as faulty as Malthus, 
but simply to give credit where it is due, 
it might be noted at this point that the 
authorities for the conclusions recited are 
mainly the United States Bureau of the 
Census, Dr. Frank Notestein, director of the 
Office of Population Research at Princeton 
University, and Dr. Frank Lorimer, profes- 
sor of population studies at the American 
University in Washington, D.C, 

War, pestilence, famine, booms and de 
pressions and many other factors affect 
population growth and decline and it is be- 
cause many of these factors are unpre- 
dictable that long-range population studies 
must constantly be revised. Only a few 
years ago it was thought that the United 
States would reach its population peak by 
1955 but now the forecast peak is 1999 
with a gradual decline setting in then, 

The peak is now calculated at 164,585,- 
000, against this year’s estimated 142,186,- 
000. The peak represents an expected in- 
crease of about 25 per cent in the 50 years 
after 1940. In the 50 years before 1946 
the increase was more than 100 per cent. 

Primarily responsible for this leveling off 
of our population is the limitation of fami- 
lies to a amaller average size and immigra- 
tion restrictions which have all but cut off 
any gain in population from that source 
since the 1920s. 

The birth rate—and also the death rate 
—is reflected in a Census Bureau tabula- 
tion described as the net reproduction rate. 
On this scale a figure of 100 represents 
the balance between births and deaths at 
which each generation theoretically would 
exactly reproduce itself. 

In the United States for the five years 
between 1905 and 1910 the net reproduc- 
tion rate was 134. In the last five years for 
which it has been computed, ended in 19490, 
it was 98. During the 1940s, because of 
factors mentioned previously, it has again 
risen above 100, 

But we are not headed for extinction in 
the foreseeable future. After our popula- 
tion reaches its expected peak of 164,585,- 
000 in 1990 the decline forecast for the 
following decade is only about a million. 
By that time no one will be surprised, least 
of all a demographer, if conditions have 
changed so as to render invalid all of to 
day's predictions.

The Contest for Europe 


While the State Department reflects on what 
to do in Western Europe, Russia moves steadily 
to accomplish its imperial purpose in the east- 


. ern portion of the Continent. In the past week 


the Russians have added Hungary to the other 
‘Soviet satellite governments—Poland, Yugosla- 
via, Bulgaria, Romania and Albania. There are 


signs that Czechoslovakia, now walled in by So- » 


viet territory, will be placed under pressure to 
become a satellite state. 

, Russia’s relentless creation of a closely knit 
sphere of influence in Eastern Europe and the 
Balkans leaves the Western democracies with no 
alternative but to counter with a sphere of in- 
fluence in Western Europe. This is. the reality 
of the situation and unless we accept its implica- 
tions and act accordingly, we will play a losing 
game. 

Russia is playing the strongest possible 
hand to gain power in the og beyond the 
iron curtain. The Communists dominate the la- 
bor unions, the strongest single political influ- 
ence in France and Italy. Under the stimulus of 
the Truman Doctrine and American loans, the 
French and Italian governments have broken 
with the Communists, but this stimulus will not 
suffice indefinitely. In the American, British 
and French zones of Germany, the Communists 
have made headway in recent weeks toward tak- 
ing over the labor unions. 


In his speech at Harvard Thursday Secretary 


Marshall said: 

It would be neither fitting nor efficacious 
for this Government to undertake to draw 
up unilaterally a program to place Europe 
on its feet economically. This is the business 
of Europeans... The initiative, I think, must 
come from Europe. 

To the extent that the United States must pro- 
ceed with tact, this is entirely true. Yet the de- 
gree of economic union which Secretary Mar- 
shall himself considers necessary to rehabilitate 
Western Europe is not likely to come unless the 
United States exercises the legitimate pressures 
at its command, 

We have the right to say to the countries of 
Western Europe: “We cannot see our way clear 
to advancing $ou four or five billion dollars a 
year over a period of several years unless you 
move to form an economic union which will en- 
able you at the end of the period to be self- 
sustaining democratic states. And we would 
expect enough political union at least to permit 
the measures of economic union to work.” 

We have not only the right to say this. It is 
our duty, both to Europe and to America. The 
forces of isolation are not dead in this country, 
but only dormant. Unless our foreign policy can 
show strong purpose and reasonable results, it is 
unrealistic to expect taxpayers to bear the bur- 
den of the loans and to resist the temptation to 


_ ‘Faise tariffs. 


At the end of the First World War, President 
Wilson considered America’s contribution to Eu- 
rope sufficient to justify him in appealing over 
the heads of the moribund politicians directly 
to the European people for the League of Na- 
tions. He was greeted with the greatest acclaim 
that any single individual has ever received on 
the Continent. 

Now we have fought in two world wars, not 
one, to save Europe from tyranny. Surely this 
justifies us in urging a course which alone of- 
fers any promise of saving us from involvement 
in World War III. 

In the contest for Europe America is fighting 
two enemies—the inertia of a weakened and be- 
wildered Western Europe and the dynamic and 
single-minded expansionism of Communist Rus- 
sia. 
Recent polls show the Truman Doctrine has 
lost in popularity with the American people. It 
must be because of the emphasis the Administra- 
tion is giving the military aspects of the doctrine, 
while neglecting the more important matter of 
implementing it by peaceful means. 

In the contest for Europe, it behooves us to 
be bold, forthright and resourceful.

The vote frauds and the theft of the evidence 
at Kansas City emphasize the duty of the Gov- 
ernor to appoint election board officials who 
have an active zeal for an honest ballot.

He is a brother of W. W. Graves, who was the 
Pendergast Prosecuting Attorney of Jackson 
County until Gov. Stark removed him for dere- 
lictions in office. Ludwick Graves’s machine 
connections were known to everybody in Kansas 
City, and the anti-Pendergast Democrats tried 
to prevail upon the Governor not to name him 
to the Election Board. 

Gov. Donnelly was greatly embarrassed by the 
frauds which occurred in the August primary in 
Kansas City. Tohis credit, he compelled the 
Election Board there to replace judges and 
clerks in whole sections of the city. But careful 
appointments in the first place could have pre- 
vented the whole unfortunate episode and its 
scandalous aftermath. 

Henry Caulfield, the last Republican Governor 
before the New Deal era, made the same mis- 
take. He appointed Pendergast men as Demo- 
cratic members of the Jackson County Election 
Board, strengthening the machine in its patron- 
age and in its power to subvert elections. 

A Governor has no more important duty than 
to pick as Election Commissioners men with an 
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active interest in an honest ballot. The ballot 
box is the fountainhead of democracy. It de- 
serves better guardians than the henchmen of 
machines. 
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Out of the Mud 


Gov. Donnelly’s veto of funds for the King 
“milk route” road bill is a new reminder of the 
constant attempts to chop Missouri's road de- 
velopment into little pieces. 

First it was the Quinn bill to sectionalize the 
state road program. It was vetoed. Then came 
the King Act, to give counties state funds for 
milk and school bus routes. The Governor signed 
it, although road experts said neither the money 
nor the standards were sufficient for good all- 
weather roads, Now Gov. Donnelly has vetoed 
the supporting $10,000,000 appropriation only be- 
cause, on account of a legislative mixup, it would 
supply a larger aid-fund than needed. | 

The last legislative session produced, and laid 
aside, the Curry resolution, It would have frozen 
the state gasoline tax at 342 cents and dissected 
supervision of road work in behalf of local au- 
thorities. 

All these measures had this in common: they 
were attacks on the authority of the Highway 
Commission to work out-an integrated state road 
plan. They were the goal of a peculiar alliance, 
which combined sincere rural groups with spe- 
cial interests hopim#g to freeze gas taxes and lo- 
cal politicians looking for a pork barrel. 

Yet there is one good reason for the constant 
appeal to “take Missouri out of the mud.” AlI- 
though the Highway Commission delivered a 
fine highway system, it has never had ample 
funds for rural roads. Missouri still struggles 
along with a 2-cent gas tax, while Kansas and 
Iowa this year increased theirs to 4 cents. Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma already had higher levies 


than Missouri. 


The solution is simple. The next legislative 
session should revive the Butler bill to double 
the gas tax, in effect telling the Highway Com- 
mission to go to it. That will put professional 
competency and co-ordination behind the coun- 
try road program, To succumb to pressure would 
restore the disastrous era°of piecemeal road- 
building,which produced too much wasteful 
duplication and boondoggling and too few roads. 
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. Censorship Bill in Illinois 

In its favorable report of a bill to prohibit 
newspapers from reporting the facts of race, 
color, religion or national origin in crime stories, 
the Illinois Senate Judiciary Committee is 
dabbling in censorship. 

There are plenty of crime stories. in which 
none of these four facts is pertinent. When they 
are pertinent, a newspaper either reports them 
or it ceases to be a newspaper. News sense and 
good judgment are the only true criteria. 

The Illinois Legislature cannot set itself up to 
edit the newspapers of its state. We entertain 
little doubt that the bill, if passed, would be 
struck down by the Supreme Court. It would 
have been better, however, if the legislators who 
supported it had seen its fallacies and hazards 


and struck it down themselves. 
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The Temper of the Country 

Thé argument for President Truman’s signa- 
ture on the conferees’ version of the labor bill is 
all the stronger after the vote in the Senate. 
Passage, while of course fully expected, was not 
counted on by such an overwhelming majority 
as 54 to 17—better than 3 to 1. 

As most of the absentees were accounted for 
by pairs, the shape of the result would not have 
been changed by the presence of more Senators. 
It is notable that while only two Republicans— 
Morse and Langer—voted against the bill, the 
administration forces lost many who will need to 
be recovered to sustain a veto. Only a couple 
of other Southerners followed Senators Barkley 
and Pepper to vote no. The defection included 
such administration leaders as Tom Connally. 
When the vote was taken, the Democratic whip, 
Lucas of Illinois, was not even in the chamber. 
The Missouri Senators and the other Illinois 
member, Brooks, all were on record for the bill. 

The House majority for the bill was even larg- 
er than that of the Senate. A veto in the face 
of majorities like these will place the President 
not only squarely against Congress but also 
against what clearly is the temper of the coun- 
try. The conference bill does not put labor in 
a strait-jacket, it is not a slave bill, as a labor 
meeting in New York charges. It applies mild 
controls designed’to bring- about a better bal- 
ance in labor’s responsibilities and rights. As 
Senator Ives of New York said just before the 
vote, only experience can accurately measure the 
wisdom of the provisions and indicate refine- 
ments for the next Congress. 

The Post-Dispatch expressed its belief last 
Sunday that the President should sign the labor 
bill and veto the income tax reduction bill. Both 
measures have been finally worked out and put 
on his desk in the interval. We think the argu- 
ments to these ends are é€ven more persuasive 
now than they were a week ago. 
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The Spirit Is Lacking 

A deadlock has developed in the arbitration 
between St. Louis Public Service Co. and its 
bus and street car operators, Neither the union 
nor the company representative on the three-man 
arbitration panel will yield from their opposite 
positions on the question of a wage increase to 
find a common middle ground with Rodowe H. 
Abeken, public member and panel chairman. So 
Abeken is ready to issue an independent report. 
It will be a shame if what started out as a prom- 
ising instance of arbitration turns out to be a 
failure. 7 

When the Public Service Co, and the AFL 
Amalgamated Association of Street Electric Rail- 
way & Motor Coach Employes, Local 788, con- 
sented to arbitrate 55 points in dispute, they im- 
plicitly agreed to find workable solutions in each 
case. They entered into the proceedings, it must 
be assumed, with a full knowledge of the need

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SUPPOSED TO BE LEADING THE PARADE 
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A Hero of Anti-Babbitts 


FRANK HARRIS, by E, Merrill Root. (The Odyssey 

Press, New York.) 

It is not too difficult to understand that 
Frank Harris was the hero of young intel- 
lectuals of the ’20s. The postwar era was 
troublous and held only few things that 
were good. They were rebels who felt they 
had been betrayed and clung fiercely to 
their individuality, admiring the fading 
rebel who had been the outspoken cham- 
pion of the individual and had excellent 
taste in food, women and literature. 

One must admit, however kind he would 
be, that Harris did not fit into the niche 
of greatness which they had built for 
him. He lacked the universality inherent 
in all great men. Although he was a 
splendid editor who wrote brilliant stories 
and critiques, his claim to greatness lay 


primarily in his association with the great, 
- 7 * 


The world, before it turned its back on 
him, was Harris's oyster. Born in Galway 
of Welsh parents, he began his wanderings 
at an early age. From England he came 
to America and headed into the wilds of 
the West. There were a few years of col- 
lege in Kansas, the bar at 19, then Ger- 
many in search of learning. He was a war 
correspondent, editor of the Fortnightly 
Review, which attained distinction under 
his direction, and champion of the Boers 
before he returned to America to edit the 
Saturday Review and Pearson’s magazine. 

His appraisal of the German people and 
Germany was clear-sighted. He found 
there a true reverence for scholarship and 
learning, yet in the people a pedantic ar- 
rogance which masked an unconscious feel- 
ing of inferiority. He never ceased to won- 
der that Shakespeare was valued so highly 
and understood so completely by German 
scholars. He feit that this understanding 
should have given them the tolerance 
which they lacked. 

* 


* * 


Many have found it difficult to under- 
stand Harris’s tolerance of Oscar Wilde. 
Harris did not allow his judgment of a 
man’s work to be influenced by his judg- 
ment of the man. It was this cold logic 
and analytical quality of mind which made 
him a good lawyer and an unusual editor. 
He had courage and tenacity; while these 
attributes served him well as an editor, 
they often got him into difficulties socially. 

Root has dorie an excellent piece of work 
in the biography of Frank, baptized James 
Thomas Harris. Much of the material, 
which came to him from Einar Lyngklip, 
a Harris disciple, he has treated with sym- 
pathy and understanding. The writing 
sometimes verges enthusiastically on the 
purple, however, and Harris does not 
emerge as a clear portrait but rather as 
a hazy image in the dark glass of an- 
other’s personality.

The effects of this policy are 
evident in the United States: 
world trade cammnot be resumed;

and as a result of the unrest 
which prevails we are letting 
the greatest opportunity for de- 
velopment and prosperity slip 
through our fingefs. 

Russia, on the other hand, free 
from debt, free from labor diffi- 
culties, with unlimited natugal re- 
sources, and industrializing with 
capital goods obtained as trophies 
of war, is busily engaged strength- 
ening her position. ; 

Strong Army Maintained. 

Still another factor, favoring 
the success of the Soviet program 
is the maintenance of a strong 
military establishment at a time 
when those of the western de- 
mocracies are disintegrating. 
This is a factor of particular 
importance in Europe, which is 
after all the current arena of 
‘the conflicting ideologies. 

The most immediate phase of 
the over-all Soviet plan is the 
spread of Communism in Europe. 
The Red Army is a’ much more 
potent argument to those Euro- 
peans who may hesitate than the 
potential but always belated mil- 
itary capabilities of the United 
tates. 

It may be taken as certain that 
the Soviet leaders watched with 
amazement and considerable satis- 
faction the rapidity with which 
the United States responded to 
the cry of “Bring the boys home.” 

Soviet leaders would probably 
have used the threat of the Red 
Army with much greater abandon 
were it not that they know that 
we still have a strategic air force 
whereas they have none, that we 
still havegnaval superiority de- 
spite the number of our ships that 
are inactive, and, above all, that 
we alone have the atomic bomb. 

Nevertheless, Red Army strength 
will be used as a threat to en- 
force the Soviet will—witness its 
use in Iran, its massing on the 
eastern and western borders of 
Turkey, and the number of So- 
viet troops maintained in occu- 
pied countries, 

Reds Boring in Around World. 

Not the least important fac- 
tor favorable*to the Soviet suc- 
cess is in the Communist organ- 
zation planted throughout the 
world, 

It is dangerous because it bores 
from within. Its membership is 
drawn from intellectual idealists 
who are inspired by the Utopian 
promises of Communist ideology 
and from the malcontents to be 
found among the people of any 
country. 

‘The organization is a creature 
of Moscow*and follows the “party 
line” emanating from there.

But they have 
provided homes for a considerable 
percentage of Italy’s excess popu- 
lation. About three-quarters of a 
million Italian emigrants had 
settled there before 1939. 

Linked to National Economy. 

With typical Italian industry, 
they transformed regions which 
had been largely barren to produc- 
tive farm land. The entire area 
was closely integrated within 
Italy’s national economy. A large 
part of the revenues of the Italian 
people was spent in the develop- 
ment of these two colonies. 

There is no moral justification 
for depriving the Italian people of 
them, No strategic considerations 
demand a change. From _ the 
standpoint of the future stability 
of the Mediterranean area, the 
political and economic reasons 
which warrant continued. Italian 
control are far greater than those 
which can be advanced in favor of 
a change of administration.

Perhaps we can get the answer 
more accurately if we first exam- 
ine the change in the American 
government's attitude. Since early 
this year Washington’s resistance 
to major Soviet policies—and tac- 
tics—has hardened decidedly. In 
addition, United States foreign 
policy has switched from negative 
to positive. So far as over-all ef- 
fect is concerned the pros and 
cons of the Truman Doctrine for 
Greek-Turkish aid are beside the 
point. 

The State Department’s new 
planning staff is drafting compre- 
hensive policies for Europe and 
Asia—and they will unquestion- 
ably be strongly positive, with 
alternatives attached to the blue- 
prints. Whether one likes them 
or not, whetber one objects on 
this score or that, these innova- 
tions are undoubtedly supported 
by a wide majority of American 
public opinion, 

Firm U.S. Stand on Atom. 

Here is a concrete example. 
Senator Brien McMahon has stat- 
ed that the Soviets’ atomic pro- 
posal cannot be considered by us 
“simply because the plan doesnot 
furnish the world with the kind 
of security needed in the age of 
atomic weapons.” As a reporter 
I would say that this position has 
the overwhelming backing of Con- 
gress, of our high government of- 
ficials and representatives, and 
also virtually unanimous approval 
of our, atomic scientists and ex- 
perts. “On the central machinery 
for atomic controls it can be re- 
garded as a certainty that no com- 
promise by thé American goyern- 
ment will be made, or is even

The other members of 
the UN need surely not be bound 
by an individual British pledge 
which would dispose of a part of 
Italy’s territory unless they re- 
gard such a commitment as ex- 
pedient and desirable. 

The Senussis are entitled to 
their independence as soon as 
they demonstrate their capacity 
to assume the obligations in- 
volved, But the British pledge is 
not to be considered in itself a 
conclusive argument in favor of 
Great Britain’s reported desire to 
secure control of Cirenaica, and 
especially of the port of Tobruk. 

U.S. Policy Called Timid, 

American policy with' regard to 
the dispogal of the Italian colonies 
has been both timid and waver- 
ing. The American delegation 
went to the first meeting of the 
foreign ministers at London in 
September 1945, and let it be un- 
derstood that it favored an Italian 
administration of the North Afri- 
can colonies. Two weeks later the 
delegation was urging a UN 
administration. Since that time 
this government’s position has re- 
peatedly shifted. 

An Italian administration of 
Cirenaica and Tripolitania under 
the authority of the UN would 
promote Italian economic stabil- 
ity. It would do much to counter- 
act the legitimate resentment 
which tke Italian people feel be- 
cause of the terms of the Italian 
peace treaty. A direct United Na- 
tions administration of these col- 
onies would be an unnecessary 
burden-on the resources of that 
organization. It would also in- 
evitably give rise to the same 
kind of controversy between the 
major powers as that which we 
now witness in Trieste. 

It would surely: be the part of 
wisdom for the United States at 
the coming sessions in London to 
support the position taken by

On the issues of Germany and 
Austria, on the measures needed 
to save Europe from a disastrous 
economic collapse,.a similar trend 
is now under way among the 
leaders of western European coun- 
tries. There is a gradual solidi- 
fication of British and French 
views with American views. Talk 
and consideration of a “European 
federation,” or at least of a 
“western European economic 
plan,” increases steadily. Europe's 
Serious plight is bound to accen- 
tuate and develop ‘hese ideas over 
the next six months or a year. 

Moscow may interpret this tend- 
ency as the western nations or- 
ganizing, protectively or otherwise, 
against the Soviet Union. But the 
urgency of saving western Europe 
from threatening economic catas- 
trophe will be a chief cause, and 
probably by far the most impor- 
tant. 

The British have valid and 
highly practical reasons for wish- 
ing to play a middle role, as medi- 
ator and buffer, between Russia 
and the United States. But the 
pragmatic British can see no real 
benefit in being “middleman” in 
a Europe condemned to chaos, vio- 
lence and economic self-strangu- 
lation. On this issue Great Brit- 
ain—and France as well—must 
align with America, if for no 
other motives, then simply be- 
cause Britain and France cannot 
reach the basis of economic salva- 
tion without American credits and 
aid which may have to run into 
billions of dollars, The nations 
of western Europe are not rich 
enough in resources, nor nearly 
large enough in size, to be able 
to choose the kind of “national 
loneliness” which Moscow pres- 
ently appears—and the word “ap- 
pears” should be emphasized—to

Sober Question for Kremlin.

The gradual emergence of posi- 
tive American policies brings this 
fact home with dramatic force. 
Western and central Europe's im- 
perative necessity for economic re- 
lief and some foundations for pro- 
ductivity, jobs and the lifeblood 
of trade coincides strikingly with 
Washington's new attitude and 
methods. This is another way of 
saying that the international in- 
itiative is passing from Moscow to 
the West. 

The more the Western powers 
find joint interests and common 
necessities, the less the Soviets 
can hope to achieve any vital suc- 
cess by standing pat, a la Gro- 
myko on the atomic control issue, 
Once again, this is merely a mat- 
ter of cold and realistic analysis, 
For the more the Soviets played 
against a disunited field the more 
their international policies have 
tended to unite the western na- 
tions. 

Where the preponderante of 
concessions was kept on the Amer- 
ican and western European side 
over the last two years, it has now 
swung to eastern Europe—chiefly 
to the Soviet Union. To any care- 
ful observer this great change 
must seem inevitable. It has fol- 
lowed natural laws, economic as 
well as political. The only tragedy 
would be if this were not clearly 
understood by the policy-makers 
in the Kremlin. 

New Effort in November. 

The Big Four have now entered 
a period of tremendous long-term 
importance, Between now and 
November, when they are sched- 
uled to take up where Moscow 
failed, new policies and decisions 
must be made by all concerned. 
But the evidence in the West, and 
especially in Washington, indi- 
cates forcefully that “compromise 
time” has now come for Soviet 
leaders. The Moscow conference 
was really an alarm clock. It 
warned clearly that the time for 
major concessions cannot be post- 
poned much longer. It also gave 
warning that responsibility for 
breaking the East-West deadlock 
—in the conviction of American 
and British leaders, and. probably 
of the French—lies with the Sc- 
viet Government, If this does not 
happen, it seems virtually certain 
that the western powers will have 
alternative plans and take joint 
initiatives of their own. 

This is not to say that Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall 
has ceased to hope for a general 
agrcament with Russia. On the 
contrary, he is firmly determined 
to make every effort for this gen- 
eral agreement, But in his view 
that can only be possible through 
fundamental Soviet concessions, 
In Washington today one finds no 
evidence that “hopeful waiting” 
will any longer apply to Ameri- 
can foreign policy. In the realm 
of practical politics this is prob- 
ably a good thing. Europe and 
most of the world cannot wait 
indefinitely to begin to rebuild. 
Co-operation for universal recov- 
ery can no longer be delayed. The 
viewpoint of American policy- 
makers might be summed up in 
this fashion: If the Soviet Union 
wants to share in recovery, then 
it must also share in the co-oper- 
ation, - : 

This situation had to be reached 
sooner or later. I belleve one can 
report accurately that it has now 
been reached.

In personality MacArthur has 
shown himself to be peculiarly 
fitted for his task.

His 
capacity for balancing punishment 
against humanitarianism has 
made a deep impression. Be- 
ginning with his acceptance of 
the surrender on the battleship 
Missouri, his pronouncements 
have combin.d the sternness of 
a victor with the* generosity of 
a liberator. A man of lesser qual- 
ity might easily have provoked 
untold antagonism in accomplish- 
ing the same objectives. 


People who talk with MacAr- 
thur are usally impressed by the 
liberalism .of his views. Although 
essentially vonservative, his ac- 
tions have displayed a mixture of 
conservatism, liberalism and even 
radicalism. «Sensitively proud, he 
reacts sharply to criticism of his 
policies or challenge to his au- 
thority. His relations with the 
Allied Council for Japan have not 
been all they might have been.

An Aloof Figure. 

On his detached heights Mac-

NLY about 1,000,000 Ameri- 
(ears are mentally normal— 

free from anxieties, fears or 
weaknesses—but they are dull, 
uninteresting and don’t seem hu- 
man, says Dr. Earl D. Bond, 
prominent Philadelphia psychia- 
trist. 

Some 133,000,000, he adds, go 
about their daily business with 
“unnecessary handicaps of nerv- 
ousness”—fears, prejudices, over- 
conscientiousness, over-sensitive- 
ness, or struggles with feelings 
of inferiority. 

In this group are concentrated 
talents, leadership, and conscience, 
he said, while many brilliant men 
and women are found in a group 
of about 2,500,000 out-and-out 
neurotics. 

Dr. Bond, professor of psychia- 
try, University of Pennsylvania, 
and research director of the In- 
stitute of Mental Hygiene, Phila- 
delphia, classified the types of | 
mental illnesses, and other possi- 
ble effects on life expectancy, in 
a speech to the Medical Section 
of the American Life Convention. 
“The million at the top of the 
line—the perfect ones—have no 
anxiety, no fears, no prejudices, 
no attractive vices, no weak- 
nesses,” he said, But like the few 
completely demented people at the 
other end of the line, they are not 
interesting. They don’t seem hu- 
man. This group would make 
good life insurance risks, but 
there are not enough of them to 
make much difference. They 
would all be perfect, well rounded 
and equal, like a string of zeros. 
“The. best people are not so 
different from people with delu-| 
sions as they think they are: 
they are pulled by the same great 
emotions and instincts. What is 
learned from one group has an 
application to all groups.”

New Leaders Needed, 
The Japanese are a resilient 
people and will recover quickly 
once they know where they stand 
on reparations and are re-admit- 
ted to international trade, The 
development of a new leadership 
will constitute a serious problem 
for the next few years.

LaGuardia Field 
Tragedy Due to 
Lack of ‘Eternal 
Vigilance.’

HE blackest weekend in air 
T transport history has come and 

gone. One of the greatest air- 
planes ever built, the Douglas DC- 
4, has been involved in two record- 
breaking tragedies. What is the 
answer? There is no other answer 


than that eternal vigilance is the 
price of safety. The DC-4 is the 
most thoroughly service-tested air- 
craft ever to be placed in com- 
merce. I have ridden this plane 
over much of the: world in war- 
time and have it take. beating 
from turbulance and storm such 
as no structurally weak aircraft 
could survive. 

On one occasion we were struck 
heavily by lightning on a trans- 
Atlantic crossing. Upon another 
we exposed th DC-4 to brutal 
turbulence by flying too close to 
an erupting volcano in New Zea- 
land. On a third we bucked 19 
storms during a hectic night in 
the equatorial lows between Sa- 
moa and Palmyra, Only a basi¢- 
ally rugged ship could endure 
such »unishment. 


Why then on a clear evening 
devoid of turbulance should such 
a plane suddenly shed a critical 
portion of its surfaces? It is not 
fenough to say structural failure. 
Such failure is not inherent in the 
character of the ship or in the 
conditions in which it was oper- 
wating. Somewhere in the realm of 
human vigilance must lie the slip 
which proved fatal to safety. 

The LaGuardia disaster is but 
another illustration of fundamen- 
tal ‘ack of eternal vigilance in air

The whole affair sums up in 
the writer’s judgment as another 
illustration o* those historic toler- 
ations which have plagued avi- 
ation history. Sometimes it is a 
short runway, sometimes a hazard 
like the late gas tank that loomed 
in the path of aircraft near Chi- 
cago, or the tank still tolerated 
at Detroit, or other compromising 
conditions at many airports. Al- 
ways eventually the answer is the 
same—tragedy. 


Neglect of Fundamentals. 
Aviation is not so grim by far 
as these compromises make it 
appear. We make it grim by neg- 
lect of fundamentals such as use 
of a short runway strip by four- 
engined aircraft at the ‘world’s 
most important air terminal.

ference rooms. 
Behncke was one of a handful 
of pilots who formed ALPA in 
April 1931 because they feared 
there was a trend to more flying 
hours for less pay. He is its first 
and only pregident. 
Flying in the early days of 
ALPA was a far hop from present- 
day commercial aviation, based on 
a foundation of Wall Street fi- 
nance and fleets of giant planes 
and dandied up with pretty host- 
esses and Cusousine-to-atr pert 
service. 
ALPA’s Beginning. 
When ALPA was formed, with 
its office consisting, of a type 
writer in the front room of 
Behncke’s small home near Chi- 
cago municipal airport, aviation 
was just changing out of its short 
pants, leaving behind its baling- 
wire “crates,” barnstorming and 
stunt days. 
Membership in the group, which 
started with 60 pilots at the first 
official meeting, was kept secret 
at first because, Behncke says, 
“We weren't received on very 
friendly terms by the companies.” 
The ALPA constitution refers 
to “the peril that confronts us” in 
piloting and declares the organiza- 
tion wag set up “for the protec- 
tion” of pilots and “the promotion 
of their general welfare.” Active 
membership ig restricted to pi- 
lots on scheduled air carrier 
craft. 
In 1936 there were 700 member 
pilots, Today there are 7000. 
Behncke says this includes $7 per 
cent of all commercial pilots and 
co-pilots. 5 
The association, which moved 
from Behncke’s home to a small 
store office nearby, now is 
sprawled over a West Sixty-third 
street neighborhood a mile or s0 
from the airport, housed in. five 
separate offices. 
_ No Paid Organizers.

Prices charged for coffee, soft 

drinks and beer at refreshment 
stands in the city’s parks are not 
out of line, but 22 cents for a 
package of cigarettes and 7 centa, 
for chewing gum are too high, 
Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes said yesterday.

Last 
year we recovered 115,000 balls 
from the lakes, and people who 
can afford to lose golf balls can 
afford to pay 10 cents for coffee.”

‘Killer’ of ‘Lily White,’ the 
Beautiful Store Window 
Girl, Pleads Guilty. 


The killer of “Miss Lily White,” 
who left enough «clues behind to 
account for 10 murders and two 
burglaries, was brought to jus- 
tice yesterday afternoon, tried and 
given a life sentence after he en- 
tered a plea of guilty.

British Commonwealth 
Group Appeals to Att- 
lee to Arrange Meeting 
on Problem. 


By CHARLES P. ARNOT 
LONDON, June 7 (UP)—Brit- 


ain’s new Commonwealth Atomic 
Energy Committee today appealed 
to Prime Minister Attlee to take 
the initiative in arranging an early 
meeting of the Big Three to settle 
the problem of atomic control. 
A letter signed by 17 prominent 
Britons, including two noted nu- 
clear scientists, and 12 members 
of Parliament, pointed out that 
the race for atomic energy “be- 
comes ever more urgent.” 
The committee underlined its 
warning by reminding Attlee that 
12 countries are engaged in gov- 
ernment-sponsored programs of 
atomic research and development 
and 17 countries are mining urani- 
um and thorium. 

Meeting Called Vital. 
Only a meeting among Presi- 
dent Truman, Premier Joseph 
Stalin and Attlee can break the 
deadlock over international con- 
trol of atomic energy, the commit- 
tee said. 
“The minimum basis of mutual 
confidence necessary for adoption 
and working of an effective con- 
trol scheme. . . . is rapidly disap- 
pearing,” the letter said. 
The British committee pointed 
out that the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission had 
failed to reach a solution. Its 
statement refrained from pinning 
the blame directly on any one 
power, but said pointedly: 
“The Russian representatives 
(on the commission) do not appear 
to possess authority to enter into 
real negotiations or make deci- 
sions. 
“Only by a meeting at the high- 
est level can an approach be made 
which is necessary for a solution 
of this problem within the time 
available.” 

Massey, Oliphant Signers. 
Scientists signing the commit- 
tee’s letter were Prof. H, 8. W. 
Massey and M. L. Oliphant. The 
name of Capt. A. Raymond Black- 
bur, member of Parliament, topped

Urges Control at Mines. 
“Effective control must begin 
at the mines,” the committee said, 
insisting that any delay in inter- 
national control would make en- 
forcement of regulations over in- 
dividual countries increasingly 
difficult. 

The committee’s letter was in 
the form of a reply to an April 10 
communication from Attlee reject- 
ing a suggestion that Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin should 
raise the question of atomic con- 
trol at the Moscow Foreign Min- 
isters’ conference. 

In his April 10 letter, Attlee said 
he agreed on the importance of 
establishing strict international 
control as soon as possible but 
that the ministers would be too 
completely occupied with the Ger- 
man problem to consider any oth- 
ers at Moscow. 7 

In the same letter, Attlee said 
the British plan in atomic energy 
discussions in the United Nations 
calls first for negotiation of a 
comprehensive control plan and 
postponement of any discussion 
of the veto issue “until details of 
the system of control have been 
worked out more fully.” 


NINE SHIPS SHOVE 
OFF TO TRAIN IN 
EUROPEAN WATERS 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 7 (AP) 
~—A nine-ship squadron shoved off 
down Chesapeake bay today on a 


summer training cruise which will 
take Naval Academy midshipmen 
into northern European waters for 
the first time since before the war.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., June 7 
—Practical application of atomic 
energy for the production of elec- 


tricity will be demonstrated with- 
in five years, perhaps sooner, in 
the opinion of Dr. J. Robert Op- 
penheimer, foremost American 
authority on. research and devel- 
opment of nuclear power. Use in 
every day life is considerably 
more remote. 

Oppenheimer, now a consultant 
of the American delegation to the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, recently made his 
views on industrial possibilities 
known at a closed meeting of an 
arm of that commission. Former- 


(N. M.) atom bomb laboratory, 
he had been invited to give his 
ideas on the advantages of inter- 
national co-operation, 


“I think that within five years 
and possibly considerably less 
than that, there will be a dem- 
onstration of usable electrical 
energy derived from nuclear re- 
actors,” Dr, Oppenheimer told 
delegates and ,scientists of 12 
nations. “I think in a decade from 
now, and certainly in no less than 
two decades, it may be possible 
to apply nuclear energy to cer- 
tain specific highly critical prob- 
lems of energy generation. 

“Whether this will be to estab- 
lish a heat and power station near 
the North Poie or to propel ships 
or rockets, I don’t know. But 
it will be a case where cost is 
not important, where one is will- 
ling to divert a quite valuable 
material to a specialized and im- 
portant objective. I think it will 
take between 30 and 50 years be- 
fore atomic energy can in any 
substantial way supplement the 
power resources of the world,” 
In his long, extemporaneous dis- 
cussion, followed by a question 
and answe: period, Oppenheimer 
took cognizance of early reports 
exaggerating in the public mind 
the possibilities for immediate in- 
dustrial application of atomic en- 
ergy. Enthusiasm was predicated 
on false hopes and misinforma- 
tion following the announcement 
of the revolutionary discovery. In 
some opinions, misguidance near- 
ly reached the proportions of a 
gigantic hoax. ; 

“I think everyone has had the 
experience, when he first inquired 
into atomic energy, of being rath- 
er disappointed that the so-called 
benign uses, the so-called peaceful 
uses, seemed so extremely vague 
and so conjectural, and in some 
cases so remote, compared to the 
very immediate application in the 
form of atomic weapons,” the 
scientist continued. 

“The rea.on fer this is that, to 
an extent that is hard to over- 
state, the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy are a problem of research 
and development, They are part- 
ly a problem of research and de- 
velopment because we do not 
know how to do things we know 
we want to do. «ahey are partly 
a problem of research and devel- 
opment because of the usefulness 
of the release of atomic energy in 
providing tools for such research 
and-development. 

“It need hardly be emphasized 
that any attempt to outline what. 
the consequences of such research 
will be is most misleading, unless 
it is coupled with a statement 
that we do not know what the 
consequences of such research 
will be. What we have today are 
certain avenues which any pru- 
dent and imaginative group of 
men would -wish to follow. 

“Before these avenueg are ex- 
plored, they will lead us to places 
which one cannot see. I stress 
this very &trongly because in any 
administrative arrangements 
which are made for cultivating 
research and development the no-

Concluding his discussion of the 
subject, Oppenheimer said that 
the explosive phase of atomics 
had been displayed in the false 
light of undue emphasis, affording 
it prominence it did not deserve. 


It should not be a large-scale ax 
tivity, he added, and could be lim 
ited to “one or two laboratories 
poking around” to determine uses 
of denatured material and if it 
would explode. 

Availability of Scientists. 

In an international agency, 
charged with world research and 
development of nuclear power, the 
“whole pool of scientists and en- 
gineers in the world” must be 
available, he said. 

“T belabor this point because it 
is to my way of thinking, the de- 
cisive reason why the development 
of the peaceful uses of atomic en- 
ergy will prosper more under a 
system of international co-opera- 
tion and corresponding openness 
than it possibly can under purely 
national systems, 

“Under purely national systems, 
vast areas will remain secret. It

Many Injured, Heavy Prop- 
erty Damage in 75-Mile 
Path of Storm. 


SHARON, Pa., June 7 (AP) — 
A tornado followed in places by 
hail “as big as ice cubes” swept 
for 75 miles through northeastern 
Ohio and western Pennsylvania 
today, killing five persons, injur- 
ing scores of others and doing 
property damage -running into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The storm cut a path varying 
from four city blocks wide to 
about five miles. It began in north- 
ern Summit county (Akron), O., 
and ended in the vicinity of Mer- 
cer, Pa. Areas damaged included 
Ravenna, Warren, , Youngstown, 
and Niles, all in Ohio, and Sharon, 
Farrell Mercer and Grove City, 
Pa. 

The dead were: Mrs. 
Beachley, 66 years old, Youngs- 
town; Terry Neiswonger, about 3, 
near Warren; Ronald H. Miller, 
Burghill, O.; Edwin Shook, Shar- 
on, and Henri Todd, Ambridge, 
Pa, Todd died of heart attack 
when watching the storm near 
Mercer. 

Miller and Shook were killed by 
the collapse of a garage at Sharon, 
where the tornado. hit hardest.

Vacation Travel 


Expected 


To Set Record This Year 


Americans on the Move With Trips Sched- 
uled for West, East, North and 
- South. 


Americans are on the move this 
summer. By train, boat, bus, 
plane and family auto they will 
be spending vacations everywhere 
but at home. According to a sur- 
vey of local travel agencies, bus 
and air lines, 1947 will be a banner 
travel year topping even the pre- 
war high years. 

Agencies report a general trend 
westward. California seems a 
favorite choice of many vacation- 
ers but northern resorts, Canada, 
Colorado, the East and the South 
will also have a large share of 
tourist travel. Some agencies re- 
port heavy travel to New York, 
Boston and the New England 
States. Others are booking to 
Florida and New Orleans, 

Cruise vacations are gaining and 
many travel agencies report tours 
booked to capacity. 

Travel to Europe, despite condi- 
tions there, is heavy with airlines 
carrying a record number of 
passengers. Most travel to Europe 
is business but there is much 
travel that comes under the head 
of “tourist,” not so much for the 
purpose of seeing the sights as 
looking up and _ “re-establishing 
family connections. Passports are 
issued only on condition that the 
tourist has a definite place to stay. 
Many air passages are being 
booked to Paris, some to Cairo, 
and a few isolated ones to India. 
Agencies also report much 
travel to Mexico. The good neigh- 
bors south of the border are still 
a drawing card for much travel 
out of St. Louis. 

National Survey Same. 

The national travel picture, ac- 
eording to a survey made for June 
is very much the same. This 
month of family disturbance occa- 
sioned by children leaving school, 
family vacations, weddings and 
ether problems, will find financial 
conditions smoother, since over 
34,000,000 people are now receiving 
paid vacations. This healthy stim- 
ulant to vacation spending is esti- 
mated as nearly double the num- 
ber of six years ago. A check of 
the nation’s transportation and 
Tesort committees as to how the 
increased passenger rai] rates, ef- 
fective June 1, and varying from

Resorts in Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota report 
no curtailment in long-distance 
booking.

long-distance state reservations 
than in any period of five years. 
Travel organizations on their es- 
corted tours programs will be 
obliged to increase prices in pro- 
portion to the increased fare rates, 


Conspicuous is the retarded 
beach season. The hatless brigade, 
the usual harbinger of May bath- 
ing, has been absent due to unsea- 
sonable weather, resulting in early 
beach attendance being cut almost 
tu zero. All Atlantic Coast beaches 
have suffered a summer setback 
as far south as the Virginia Tide- 
waters, with beach concessions, 
toggery shops and hotels affected. 


National Parks. 


Comparison reports on prospec- 
tive National Park attendance are 
being offered. by motor clubs and 
transportation officials. There are 
now 169 areas under the super- 
vision of the National Park ser- 
vice, of which 80 are east of the 
Mississippi. The 27 National 
Parks, which figure prominently 
in the major vacation outings, and 
which registered 9,351,973 visitors 
in 1946, give promise of increas- 
ing from 10 per. cent to 20 per 
cent. Great Smoky Mountains Na- 
tional Park, which registered 
1,147,377 people in 1946, expects 
to surpass its all time mark of 
1,247,000 visitors established in 
1941, Yellowstone will top its 1946 
attendance of 814,900 as reported 
by Transcontinental Transporta- 
tion Lines. New facilities give 
promise of increasing the attend- 
ance at Arcadia National Park 
on the Maine Coast. The Recrea- 
tion Area of the newly named 
Hoover Dam, which last year re- 
corded 1,171,736 visitors, this year 
will exceed that number with es- 
timates of from 10 per cent to 20 
per cent,

Vacationists may 
find the situation somewhat easier 
in the pleasant resort towns in 
more outlying areas. They. stretch 
along the coast from Santa Bar- 
bara to Ventura, Santa Monica 
Bay, Long Beach, Santa Catalina, 
Huntington Beach, Laguna, New- 
port-Balboa, Oceanside, La Jolla- 
San Diego. Inland, there is River-

range only a few hours from Los 
Angeles; Inyo-Mono High Sierra 
land with 2000 lakes and streams; 
Yosemite Valley and Sequoia Na- 
tional Park with waterfalls and 
Big Trees. 

acationists have been taking 
advantage of an opportunity to 
get around the accommodations 
situation in order to visit the Los 
Angeles - Hollywood metropolitan 
area. Since most business folk 
arrive in town on Monday morn- 
ings, the businessman load on 
hotels is heaviest in the early 
part of the week, lighter in the 
later part and on weekends. So 
vacationists have found it con- 
veni-nt to “do” the more outly- 
ing beach, mountain, and island 
areas during the week, and dove- 
tail a visit to the metropolitan 
area ‘with the weekend period 
when accommodations are easiest 
to get. 

After the passing of the peak 
mid-summer period, accommoda- 
tions generally in all parts of 
Southern California are expected 
to become available in wider 
choice during the later months. 
This is the “Second Summer” 
period which begins in September 
and lasts until the approach of 
the holidays, 

This is the period when South- 
ern Californians, themselves, like 
to vacation. Swimming is still 
excellent on the beaches. The 
orange groves are green in the 
valleys. The desert cools off and 
the oasis resorts begin opening 
in October, giving a double choice 
of type of vacation locale. 

te n, 

All resorts are staying open 
for the late season. This is of 
double advantage to the vacation- 
ist seeking accommodations. The 
capacity is greater, because the 
desert resorts are added on. And 
the . pressure of demand has 
eased, after the midsummer rush, 
so the choice is greater, 

All of southern California’s di- 
verse vacation regions are sched- 
uling interesting events for the 
later season, Oceanside holds its 
famous ocean swimming race in 
the Pacific around its long pier. 
Huntington Beach holds a unique 
double-take event in the Twins 
Convention. One of the top aquat- 
ic events of the Pacific is the 
World’s Championship Aquaplane 
Derby across the channel from 
Santa Catalina to Hermosa and 
Redondo beaches in September. 

- One of the most colorful fiestas, 
in gorgeous old Spanish costumes 
and brilliantly arrayed riders, is 
the San Gabriel Fiesta under the 
shadow of the old Mission walls, 
also in September. The desert 
playgrounds are staging an “Old 
West” ’49ers Camp celebration at 
Victorville and a Gold Rush Days 
at Mojave. The colorful harvest 
of the great vineyards will be cele- 
brated by Grape day at Escondido.

Sites of Revolutionary War 
Battles and Indian En- 
counters Preserved. 


Wherever the traveler goes in 
New York State this summer, the 
voice of history will have some- 
thing interesting and inspiring to 
say.

| TENNESSEE TO. ADD NEW 


RECREATIONAL AREA TO LIST 


Another playground for hunters, 
fishermen and vacationers will 
soon be added to Tennessee’s list 
of recreational areas. 

The new area will be in north- 
east Tennessee and will include 
the huge Watauga Lake, mountain 
ranges more than 4000 feet high, 
numerous deep, rugged, inspiring 
gorges, one and possibly two 49,- 
000-acre game preserves’ and 
scores of wild and beautiful trout 
streams. 

Watauga Lake is now being 
built by * TVA and will probably 
be the highest and one of the most 
beautiful lakes in eastern America. 
It will be surrounded by towering 
mountafns and will be well suited 
to boating and fishing in an Alp- 
ine setting. 

One game preserve of 40,000 
acres has already been leased for 
50 years by the Division of Game 
and Fish and is being stocked 
with deer and turkey. Plans are 
under way to acquire a second 
40,000-acre preserve on the banks 
of Watauga Lake. This area will 
also be stocked with deer when 
the deal is completed. . 

The new tract will also include’ 
beautiful Roan Mountain with the 
largest purpose rhododendron gar- 
dens in the world which in_recent 
years has become one of the prime 
tourist attractions of the 
west.

Minnesota, land of lakes and 
forests, is vacation country for 
those who want to “rough it.” 

Not so many years ago, the 
northwoods was known only by 
a comparatively few sportsmen 
who were willing to make a rather 
difficult trip and endure discom- 
fort for the sake of the fishing 
that was available. 

Lakes: by the thousands, shallow 
and deep, spring-fed and stream 
fed make patches of blue in the 
rolling woodlands of pine, spruce 
and fir, poplar and birch. While 
sailing and motorboating are pop- 
ular, the big appeal of the lakes is 
fish. Natural advantages as well 
as the work of the conservation 
departments has kept the lakes 
well-stocked with wall-eye and 
northern pike, large and small- 
mouth bass, pickerel and muskel-

smaller’ pan fish. The streams 
have plenty of brook and rainbow 
trout. . 

Budget Accommodations 

Accommodations range in cost 
to suit any budget. There are 
lakeside log cabins, . woodland 
lodges where one may do his own 
housekeeping. For social activi- 
ties there are modern hotels, 

Minnesota has an interesting 
giacial history. The southern part 
of the state was originally wpen 
prairies with groves of oak and 
other timber, The course of the 
Mississippi, which has its source 
in Lake Itaska, its direction and 
character, was determined by 
giacial action.

The 
following year duLuth crossed to 
the Mississippi where he met a 
party of French led by Michael 
Accaul. Father Hennepin, who 
had discovered and named the 
falls of St. Anthony, was with the 


party.

Missouri Sharecropper, With 21

Recognition as 


the Father of 


Largest Family in United States.

PORTAGEVILLE, Mo., June 7 
OR 72 years, the life of Charles 
David Cameron had been as 
monotonous and toilsome as 

only the life of a poor dirt farmer 

and sharecropper could be. As a 
kid he moved with his daddy from 
one run-down farm to another, 
and as a man grown, he did the 
same thing, dirt farming, share- 
cropping, chopping cotton all day 
in the hot sun, trying to keep a 
jump ahead of the debts and keep 
his family clothed, fed and shel- 
tered. 

Then one day last week, Camer- 
on discovered he ‘had been raising 
a crop which, while it had brought 
him a certain amount of pride 
and pleasure, he never expected 
would both turn a profit and bring 
him fame of a sort. The crop was 
children. 

With the able assistance of two 
‘wives, Cameron has brought no 
less than 26 of them into the 
world, 21 of whom are living, 4 


fact which caused the National - 


Father's Day Committee to rec- 
ognize him as the father of the 
largest family in the United States, 
and to send him a $100 govern- 
ment bond and their congratula- 
tions. 

Nobody had heard of Cameron 
‘a couple of weeks ago, but now 
anyone for miles around Portage- 
ville can tell you who he is and 
where he lives. Because when 


‘the Chamber of Commerce heard 


what had happened, it saw in 
Cameron a splendid instrument to 
bring national fame to Portage- 
ville and put it on the map. So 
the Chamber of Commerce got 
busy and enlisted the aid of the 
Rotary Club and the Kiwanis 
Club and the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce and other civic organi- 
zations and they planned a mon- 
ster parade and ceremony in hon- 
or of the Cameron family. 

They loaded the somewhat re- 
luctant family—17 of the 21 chil- 
dren were home for the celebra- 
tion—into a school bus and pa- 
raded them through the streets of 
Portageville. The people cheered 
and flash bulbs flashed and a 
newsreel camera hummed and 
even an airplane flew overhead 
photos. Then 
there was a ceremony in which 
James Meredith, the leading at- 
torney, acted as master of cere- 
monies and his honor, J. E. Mc- 
Crate, the mayor, presented Cam- 
eron with the government ‘bond 
which had come through the mail 
to Cameron a couple of days be- 
fore. One of the features of the 
parade, according to the Portage- 
ville paper, the Southeast Missou- 
rian, was “a brand-new Interna- 
tional cotton picker on display by 
the McCrate Farm Equipment Co.” 

Then to give it all a sort of 
Garrison finish, and to start the 
ball of national fame rolling, the 
Southeast Missourian splashed the 
story all over the front page, with 
a banner saying “Charles D. Cam- 
eron Nafthed Father of the Year” 
and large pictures of Cameron 
and his wife, and smaller pictures 
of all his 21 children. 

“The civic clubs‘/also gave them 
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a hundred dollars,” explains Ralph 
Walker, editor of the paper. “You 
see they felt like maybe they 
didn’t have, well, good enough 
clothes to come to the celebra- 
tion, So we gave them a hundred 
dollars to sort of take care of 
that.” 

So far as the Camerons are con- 
cerned, the whole thing is over 
and life has resumed its normal 
tenor save for the fact they've 
become quite accustomed to 
striking a pose in front of a speed- 
graphic and Mama Cameron is 
beginning to wonder if they've 
“been done right by.” 

The Cameron place is about 
three miles southwest of Portage- 
ville (population 3000) and, after 
you turn off the highway, you go 
about a mile on the rock road and 
then ask at Jeffries Store. Across 
the flat, open land you can see 
the house from the store. 

It is a four-room house weather- 
beaten and tired looking. Sev- 
eral youngsters are playing in the 
sandy soil which is the front yard. 

From around the corner of the 
house Mrs, Cameron appears. She 
is gray-haired. ample-bosomed, 
dressed in a print house dress 
and a flowered sunbonnet which 
she made herself and which all 
but covers her face. 

“He’s down yonder,” she points, 
“in the cotton field. You can 
drive part of the way but you'll 
have to walk the rest.” 

In the far end of the field we 
found Cameron and four of. his 
children. They were spread’ out 
over five rows, all choppin’ cot- 
ton. Cotton is chopped when it’s 
an inch and a half or two inches 
high. With a hoe, you go down 
the row and thin out the cotton 
plants until they’re six or eight 
inches apart, and also chop out 
any weeds which have the temer- 
ity td try to gain a root-hold. 

Cameron looked ‘up from his 
row, looked around at the four 
youngsters, looked at the sky and 
across the field and said ‘he 
guessed it would be all right for 
us to write “a little story.” 

“I’m tired anyway,” he said.

7 E sat down in the tall grass 
beneath a hot noonday sun. 
“Yes,” said Cameron, “there's

no cigarettes, but I thank ye jest 
the same—but I’m the father of 26.

“T put up from 1200 to 1500 
quarts of stuff a year as it’ is,” 
says Mrs. Cameron, “I can every- 
thing. I’ve already put up string 
beans, corn, corn on the cob, cab- 
bage, peas, and I don’t know what 
all. We do our own butchering 
and have our own meat and lard. 
I put up blackberries—we pick 
them oon shares—and I put up 
about 10 bushels of peaches a 
year. Last year, I canned 100 gal- 
lons of tomatoes, 50 gallons of

kraut and 167 quarts of green 
beans. 

They also raise enough sweet 
potatoes and Irish potatoes to 
last them through the year/ and 
about the only thing they have to 
buy are salt, sugar, coffee and 
flour. 

“We'd have mighty slim eatin’ 
if we didn’t raise what we eat,” 
said Mr. Cameron. 

In addition to this, Mrs. Cam- 
eron does the washing over a tub 
for the nine children who are at 
home. 

More than anything else she is 
looking forward to a washing ma- 
chine which the local dealer thinks 
he can get his company to donate 
to them. 

“But we're not countin’ on that,” 
says Cameron, with the air of a 
man whom the years have taught 
not to raise his hopes too high. 
At least, not as high as a washing 
machine.

WINONA, Mo., June 7.” 


FOOLHARDY “furriner,” ad- 
venturing in the hidden land 
called Heelstring Nation, lost 
his way. Coming at last by dim 
trails to Rocky Falls, he stood 
the distant slopes 
for signs of life. A flutter at a 
half-hidden lodge half way up the 
opposite ridge was encouraging, 
but finding the round-about way 
to it was something else. 


Back-tracking along Big Rocky, 
help was found. Along came a 
woman in a jeep. She hailed him 


in friendly fashion. The foolhardy 


“furriner’ who was lost had been 
found and now was spared for 
further adventures in the hidden 
“reg that is called Heelstring Na- 
tion, 


What followed was a tour by 
jeep through an area of the deep- 
est Ozarks where few outlanders 
have set foot, because the trails 
are dim indeed. The only thing 
more difficult than finding one’s 
way in is finding one’s way out 
again. Heelstring Nation lies to 
the south of Highway 106, which 
connects Eminence and Ellington, 
crossing Current river at Powder 
Mill ferry. ; 


The river is the nation’s boun- 


dary to the east, Shawnee ‘creek 


bounds it on the west, and it’ 
reaches southward to the Breaks, 
but always, except where the flow- 
ing waters form its frontier, no- 
body can tell for sure where it

Plunging into it from the high- 
Way, one comes sooner or later 
to a point where there is a look- 
out and the guide says: “Now 
we're in it.” In what? In Heel- 
string ‘Nation of course. Ho 
anybody can tell is one of the 
mysteries. 

It is not a mystery, though, to 
Mrs. Ruth Hopson, the jeep lady 
of Heelstring Nation, for she 
knows it well. To her it is not a 
hidden land but a homeland, for 
in the midst of it she lives and 
in her jeep she travels it from 
end to end, up and down the 
Brandyweed, Big Rocky and Lit- 
tle Rocky, and Mill creek, wher- 
ever duty calls or pleasure beck- 
ons—pleasure that a nature-bent 
woman finds in fishing and hunt- 
ing. 

It was for pleasures such as 
these that Mrs. Hopson first 
came to the wilderness that is 
called Heelstring Nation. That 
was when she was herself a “fur- 


riner” of a sort, or an outlander 
at least, living out beyond, for she 
was brought up at De Soto. Dur- 
ing the war she worked at plants 
at Vancouver, Wash., and in St. 
Louis. 


Looking three years ago for a 
place where she could live at least 
part time and maybe full time, 
where she could fish whenever 


she felt like it and hunt when 


she took a notion, she found on 
Lower Rocky, two miles from the 
falls, a mile from Current river, 
an 80-acre tract with a fairly good 
house on it. She made it her own, 
naming it Echo Valley Farm and 
finding happiness in it because it 
was home, 


As a farm it wasn’t any great 
shakes, but there were 35 acres 
under fence and there was an 
abundance of timber that would 
serve her present needs for fenc- 
ing and fuel and might find a 
purchaser when a sawmill man 
came along. It was 14 miles from 
Eminence and, at the peak of 
a triangle, the same distance from 
Winona. There were fair roads 
along the borders of the nation, 
but in the nation itself there were 
only the winding trails first made 
by wagon wheels and, because of 
frequent shiftings caused by creek 
floods and fallen trees, no better 
now than then, 


There on Rocky, Mrs. Hopson, 
when she came with her daugh- 
ter, Willa Jean, now 14, was ac- 
cepted by her far-flung neighbors 
as one of them.

Wy HE easy economical way to 
. § fry chicken is in the oven. 
.™ Old-+time cooks may not call 
this frying, but the lovely brown 
color apd delicious flavor ob- 
tained speak for themselves. For 
most satisfactory results, use a 
Jarge flat pan. Cut chicken in 
quarters rather than the prover- 
bial eleven pieces. Larger pieces 
make spreading of the seasoned 
Yat and flour paste easier and 
quicker. This paste helps to cook 
the chicken uniformly and at a 
temperature similar to that at- 
tained in actual frying. 

The use of a large shallow pan 
allows the chicken to be spread 
out in one even layer. This ar- 
rangement enables each piece of 
chicken to obtain equal advan- 
tage from the oven heat. 

Oven-Fried Chicken. 

Two frying chickens (3 Ibs. 
each), four teaspoons salt, three 
fourths cup flour, one half cup 
margarine or shortening, one tea- 
spoon grated onion, three-fourths 
teaspoon paprika, 10-ounce can 
mushroom soup. A 

Clean chickens thoroughly, wash 
well inside and out. Drain well. 
Using poultry shears or a sharp 
knife and meat saw, cut the 
chicken into halves first as for 
broiling, then cut the halves 
earefully to separate wing and 
breast meat section from the back, 
thigh and drumstick portion. 
Wever wash chicken after it is cut 
up. Pat pieces dry with a clean 
damp cloth. Shape these quarters 
into the most compact form and 
ff necessary, use tiny metal skew- 
ers to hold into shape. Make a 
amooth paste of the salt, flour, 
shortening, onion and paprika. 
Use a small spatula or a teaspoon 
to spread each piece of chicken 
uniformly with a thin layer just 
as you would spread a sandwich.

When new mediums and new methods make their appearance 
in the American economy, it is almost axiomatic that the businesses 
they engender be set up in makeshift headquarters—in buildings

When these same businesses “come of age,” having attained op- 


erational integrity and financial 
through periods of “wildcat” promotion, of financial instability, of 


battle against the forces of inertia 
and the opposition of established 
interests, it is almost equally axio- 


matic that they develop their own 
functional styles of architecture, 
and build anew. Thus, new real 
estate values are developed, off- 
setting the falling schedules of the 
obsolete. 

During the war and in the years 
gince, one such development to 
“come of age” is the 25-year-old 
business of over-the-road trucking. 
In St. Louis, perhaps as much as 
anywhere in the nation, this has 
become apparent within the last 
three years through concentration 
ef terminal facilities in a specific 
area—the Near North Side, just 
above the downtown retail sec- 
tion. 

There are 250 over-the-road com- 
mon carrier truck lines operating 
in and through St. Louis, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by J. 
R. Storrs, St. Louis publisher of 
the Storrs Motor Transport Ship- 
ping Guide and the Motor Trans- 
port Shipping News. 

5000 Employed Here. 

Thirty-two such truck lines 
have the home offices in St. Louis. 
There are eight public terminals, 
each of which accommodates from 
19 to 30 lines, and 79 terminals 
ewned by individual companies. 

These concerns have irivested 
eonsiderably more than $4,000,000 
in St. Louis real estate and pro- 
vide jobs here for an average of 
2500 drivers and dock workers 
and another 2500 office and mis- 
cellaneous employes.

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\Gardeners’ Annual War on Bugs 


And Plant Diseases Under Way 


By ELEANOR B, McCLURE. 

As ammunition in the annual 
battle with the bugs, gardeners 
;are offered a bewildering array of 
dusts and sprays. To protect 
plants effectively from virus and 
fungus diseases, and from differ- 
ent types of insects, several prep- 
arations may be needed during the 
season. 

It is hard to combine the chem- 
icals that control fungus diseases 
with those that are lethal to bugs. 
Consequently, good “all purposé” 
sprays are expensive. Many gar- 
deners like to use them for roses 
or special plantings, but to protect 
large flower or vegetable gardens, 
two separate preparations are ad- 
visable. 


Bordeau mixture has been the 
standard remedy for years for fun- 
gus diseases. Many gardeners 
now prefer to use dusts or sprays 
of fermate, a fungicide which pre- 
vents or cures ailments like black 
spot and mildew of roses; leaf 
spot of delphiniums, iris and to- 
matoes; rust of hollyhocks and 
beans, and botrytis, or grey-mold 
which attacks lilies, iris and pe- 
onies. To make a spray of fer- 
mate, use one tablespoon for each 
galion of water. Put the fermate 
in a glass jar and add a small 
quantity of water, making a 
smooth paste. When well mixed, 
stir it into the rest of the water, 
and to make it stick better, add 
one-half teaspoon of soap powder 
for a “spreader.” 


Virus Can’t Be Killed. 


The virus diseases which attack 
plants are comparable to the 
measles which plague little Willie, 
and there is no specific cure for 


them, A severe virus disease, to- 


bacco mosaic, is sometimes spread 
to tomatoes by careless gardeners 
who smoke around tomato plants 
or handle vines after smoking. 
Even curing tobacco doesn’t in- 
activate this virus. Different kinds’ 
of aphids, or plant lice, may also 
carry this disease to tomatoes and 
green peppers. 

Other virus diseases are spread 
by insects, too. Mosaics of iris, 
peas, cucumbers and lilies are 
spread by aphids; yellows of as- 
ters, delphiniums and petunias, by 
leaf hoppers, spotted wilt of to- 
matoes, dahlias and nasturtiums 
by thrips, and cucumber wilt by 
the striped cucumber beetle. Best 
control for these diseases is to at- 
tack the bugs that spread them. 
Diseased plants should be puiled 
up and burned, and care should 
be taken to prevent spreading the 
virus to healthy plants. 

At this season of the year spiren, 
roses and chrysanthemums are in- 
fested with green and black. 
aphids, Gardeners must also be 
on the alert for attacks from 
thrips, leaf hoppers. Mexican bean 
beetles, rose leaf beetles, cabbage 
worms, squash bugs and a wide 
assortment of other pests. All of 
these usually can be controlled by 
early and thorough application 
of one of the excellent complete 
insecticides on the market. These 
preparations, containing combina- 
tions of rotenone, pyrethrum and 
D.D.T., are effective if used as 
soon as insects first appear. 

Urges Three Dusters. 

Spraying, though more trouble- 
some than using a dust, covereg 
the foliage more thoroughly. It 
is good insurance to use liquid 
sprays at this season, and for sus- 
ceptible plants, to repeat two or 
three times during the summer. 


Shrubs Properly Pruned Never 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 


Moderate cutting back and 
shaping of spring flowering shrubs 
will result in a finer show of 
bloom next year. This pruning 
should be done soon after blos- 
soms have faded, giving the 
shrubs ample time to produce 
flowering canes for the following 
season, 


Vigorous growing shrubs like 
forsythia, spirea, weigela and phil- 
adelphus, or mock orange, wil) 
be more attractive if branches are 
cut back and thinned out every’ 
three to five years. Very old wood 
and diseased or broken branches 
should be cut off close to the 
ground, Other canes should be 
shortened about one-third, and the 
branches should be cut to differ- 
ent heights. Properly pruned 
shrubs should not look as though 
they had been given a crew cut. 
In order to avoid a too leggy ef- 
fect, leave the low growing, feath- 
ery branches at the base of the 
shrub. 

Seeding Drains Strength. 

Cutting off too many flowering 
canes will sacrifice most of the 
berries from cranberry-bush, 
snowberry, bush 
honeysuckle and others that have 
attractive fruits. Lilacs need little 
pruning, but the old flower stalks 
should be removed. This is espe- 
i cially important for hybrid vari- 
eties, for they tend to set seed, 
and this is a heavy drain on the 
strength of the plant. Remove 


the tips of the branches just below 
the flower clusters. 

If shrubs have been neglected 
and are greatly overgrown, it is

early spring, and then to cut the 
branches back to within 12 to 24 
inches of the ground. This re- 
newal pruning should be done 
while shrubs are dormant, even 
though it sacrifices at least. a 
year’s. bloom for most. shrubs. 
Lilacs and viburnums will be even 


slower to recover. 


' Broadleafed evergreens should 
be pruned soon after the flower- 
ing season, Blossom tips of 
azaleas may be cut off after the 
flowers fade. Pieris and rhodo- 


‘dendrons may require some shap- 


ing, for these plants often make 
a decidedly one-sided growth. 
Shear for Formal Effect.

Between sprays, dusts are easy to, 
apply and are very effective, Dr. | 


Gustav A, lL. Melquist, horticul- 
turist at the Missouri Botanical | 
Garden, suggests that gardeners 


might keep three inexpensive dus- 
ters, each filled with a different 
preparation. With the proper dust 
at hand, ready for use, it is a sim- 
ple matter to nip insects and plant 
diseases in the early stages. 

For the three dusts, Dr. Melquist 
uses a good insecticide, fermate, 
and dusting sulphur. As fermate is 
oily and hard on clothes, a good 
procedure is to use fermate occa- 
sionally, but to dust with sulphur 
frequently. Sulphur will not cure 
fungus diseases, but used regular- 
ly, it is an excellent preventative, 
and it also discourages squirrels 
and rabbits. A light coating' of 
sulphur will not injure plants, ex- 
cept in hot weather. Green tinted 
sulphur is less noticable on leaves, 
and may appeal to fussy garden- 
ers. Both sulphur and fermate will 
discolor flowers, and if possible, 
should be used before blooming 
season, or while flowers are in 
tight bud:

SCIENTIFIC FEEDING PROGRAM 
‘FOR FILIPINO MOTHERS, BABIES 


MANILA, June 7 (AP)—A six- 
month scientific feeding program 
for 12,000 undernourished Filipino 
babies and 12,000 nursing mothers 
was announced today 

The death rate of Filipino chil- 
dren under one year has been as 
high as 25 per cent, and authori- 
ties attributed it to lack of proper 
foods. 

The feeding program will be fi- 
nanced by the Government, private 
relief agencies and UNRRA, which 
has contributed $3000. A total of 
700 tons of strained baby foods, 
vitamins and milk will be dis- 
tributed.

Landscapes outnumber other 


Subjects in the current display of 
66 paintings by the St. Louis 


eum. Forty. scenes of mountains, 


streams, woods and sea coasts in 
varied sections of the United 
States are included. There are 
six portraits, and the rest of the 
show is made up of still lifes and 
interiors. : 

The event is the annual museum 
exhibition of the group. Twelve 
painters are represented, two of 
them as guest exhibitors. The 
pictures were hung Tuesday in 
basement galleries B, OC and D 
and will remain through June 29. 

A pictorial quality, tempered by 
sensitivity to nature in changing 
seasons and locales, marks most 
of the work. It cannot be said 
of Olive Holbert Chaffee, for in- 
Stance, that she is striving to rev- 
olutionize the very methods of ar- 
tistic representation, as some mod- 
ernists are. 

Landscapes by Mrs. Chaffee. 

Mrs. Chaffee’s selection of de- 
tail and modification of color and 
contour, however, are successful 
—and not in the manner of the 
camera—in recalling the spirit of

The reasons, he said, are not 
obscure. First, there is the re- 
fusal of persons with first-hand ‘ 
knowledge to testify. Second, trial 
juries frequently act upon local 
prejudice, instead of considered 
evidence. Third, grand juries fre- 
quently refuse to indict. Fourth, 
prosecuting officers usually are 
disinclined to investigate, and po- 
lice officers are “unable” to iden- 
tify mob members. Last, higher 
courts often reverse convictions on 
non-prejudicial error. 

ma’s Record. 

The state of Alabama probably 
has the South's best record of con- 
victions. In 1919 and 1920, quick 
and determined action by Gov. 
Thomas E. Kilby resulted in con- 
viction of 31 lynchers. Twenty- 
eight were given sentences rang- 
ing from $100 fine to 15 years in 
prison, and three others were giv- 
en fines of $100 and up to three 
months in jail. 

Previously, Alabama had con- 
victed three lynchers in 1900, sen- 
tencing them to 10 years to life. 
In 1924, a national guardsman was 
convicted on a lynching charge 
and sentenced to 18 years, but the 
trial court’s judgment was re- 
versed. In 1925 three other con- 
victions were reversed after five 
appeals. 

Thus, Alabama returned convic- 
tions in the ratio of one for every 
10 persons lynched since 1900— 
a high percentage in the South, 
No Executions, Few Life Terma. 

| ‘No convicted lyncher, however, 
ever has been sentenced to death. 

In records of the Southern Re-| 
gional Council, Georgia stands as 
the only Southern state to have 
meted out straight life sentences 
for lynching. These were assessed 
in 1930, when Thomas county resi-! 
dents became incensed over two 
lynchings in three days. :

Was the Rev. Mr. Williams, 
as he had claimed, actually 
France's “lost dauphin,” the son 
of Louis XVI and Marie Antoi- 
nette? 

The Rev. Norman B. Godfrey, 
rector of St. John’s Episcopal 
church at nearby Massena, offi- 
ciated at the disinterment. He ex- 
plained that transfer of the body 
‘was sanctioned by the church. 

“The Episcopal Church,” said 
the Rev. Mr. Godfrey, “has never 
officially given the slightest cre- 
dence to any theory of Mr. Wil- 
liams'’s antecedents, preferring to 
consider him a great Indian mis- 
sionary and educator in his day.” 

.The rector pointed out that the 
Oneida Indians long had wished 
for Williams's body “that they 
might pay continued homage to 
his memory as their founding 
father in Wisconsin.” 

‘The bones were wrapped in 
linen and placed in a rough box, 
and the rector expressed hope 
that the “lost dauphin” theory. 
as applied to the Rev. Mr. Wil- 

, soon would be forgotten. 
Some Believed Story. 

Historians never have been able 

to decide whether the claim was 
genuine. Some gave credence to 
it: others contended the Rev. Mr. 
Wiliams was an imaginative 
dreamer, and some held that he 
Was an outright chanatan. 
. The real dauphin, named Louis 
Charles, was seized in the French 
Revolution, and sent to the Tem- 
ple prison in Paris. Louis XVI 
and Marie Antoinette died on the 
guillotine. 

Louis Charles, according to his- 
torical accounts, died June 8. 
1735. But rumors soon circulated 
through ‘Paris that the dauphin 
had been smuggled out of prison 
and that another bo¥ had been 
put in his cell. It was the sub- 
stitute boy, and not the dauphin, 
who had died, according to the 
rumors. 

“The Rev. Mr. Williams, in. his 


younger days, was known as the 
son of Thomas Williams, a half- 
breed from the Quebec village 
of Caughnawaga, near Montreal. 
There were 11 other children in 
the Williams family, and the birth 
of each, with the exception of 
Eleazer, was duly recorded by the 
Catholic. Church, Some say the 
omission was an oversight; others 
believe the lack of a _ birth 
record supports the “lost dauphin” 
claim, 


In his boyhood the Rev. Mr, 


Williams spent eight years with 
white relatives in New England, 
Though reared a Roman Catho- 
lic, he embraced the Episcopal 
faith after the War of 1812. 

Report of Deathbed Confession, 

Another Episcopal clergyman, 
the Rev. John H. Hanson, laid the 
groundwork for the belief that 
the Rev. Mr. Williams was the 
“lost dauphin.” In an article pub- 
lished in the February 1853 issue 
of Putnam’s Magazine, the Rev. 
Mr. Hanson offered an affidavit 
in which a Frenchman, identified 
only as Belanger, had confessed 
on his deathbed in New Orleans 
that he had brought the prince to 
America, and had given him to 
the Indians. 

The Rev. Mr. Williams led the 
Oneidas from New York State to 
their new home in Wisconsin in 
1820, and in Green Bay, Wis., he 
became friendly with H. 8. East- 
man, an attorney. On one occa- 
sion, accordifig to some accounts, 
Eastman told the Rev. Mr. Wil- 
liams he had started to write a 
“lost dauphin” novel, in which he 
had made the Rev. Mr. Williams 
central figure. 

Eastman said that it was his 
unfinished novel, the manuscript 
of which he had given the Rev. 
Mr. Williams, that appeared in 
Putnam's Magazine. He further 
contended that Belanger was a 
fictitious character, 

Many Other Throne Claimants. 

The Rev. Mr. Williams was not 
the only claimant to the throne 


of France, “Lost dauphins” bobbed 
up in many countries. So many 
turned up that the “lost dauphin” 


In Huckleberry Finn,” one of 
the characters Huck met on his 
raft said: 

“My friend, you eyes is lookin’ 
this very moment on the pore dis- 
appeared dauphin, Looy the Seven- 
teenth, Son of Louis the sixteenth 
and Mary Antoinette.” 

The Rev. Mr. Williams himself 


The Prince de Joinville, one of 
the younger sons of Louis 
Philippe, then on the throne of 
France, visited America, and met 
the Rev. Mr. Williams at Green 
Bay. When the Prince had left 
the Rev. Mr. Williams announced 
that the Prince had sought him 
out and had asked him to re- 
nounce his claim to the French 
throne. 

De Joinville denied that he had 
sought out the Rev. Mr. Williams, 
asserting their meeting was pure- 
ly accidental. He also denied the 
Rev. Mr. Williams’s version of 
their conversation, 

The Rev. Mr. Williams even 
asked Congress to honor his claim, 
but was turned down. 

Mark at Empty Grave. 

The only reminders thats the 
Rev. Mr. Williams once was 
buried in old St, James cemetery 
are a marker erected by the New 
York State Education Depart- 
ment, calling attention to what 
now is an empty grave, and the 
“lost dauphin” cottage, built by 
friends who believed the Rev. 
Mr, Williams was France's right- 
ful heir. 

The Franklin County Historica] 
Society, which had made some ef- 
fort to restore the French-style 
cottage where the Rev. Mr. Wil- 
liams lived, protested against re- 
moval of the body. 

The Rev. Charles F.\ Robertson 
of Malone, N.Y. and later Bishop 
of Missouri, wrote in Putnam’s 
that the Rev. Mr. Williams was 
an unadulterated counterfeit. He 
maintained that witnesses had 
been present at the birth of Wil- 
liams to an Indian woman. 

The argument goes on and on 
—a challenge to historians. 

However, it must be agreed that 
the epitaph on his gravestone, 
which was removed to Wisconsin 
together with the remains, was 
far too modest for a man who 
could stir up such a controversy. 

It read: “Eleazer Williams — 
died Aug. 28, 1858.”

EW YORK CITY this month is completing the first of its post- 
war, low-rent public housing projects—a 608-family, $4,900,- 
000 development financed by a city-backed bond issue. First 
tenants moved in last December. The rents range from $15.50 a 
month for a one-room apartment to $37.10 for six rooms. Another 


New York Housing Authority project of 1338 apartments, financed 


with State aid, is about ready for its first tenants. 

The two developments are only the beginning of the city’s 
$250,000,000 program to relieve its critical housing shortage. By 
the end of the year six other large projects, already under con- 
struction, are to be opened. The eight developments will provide a 
total of 9111 apartments housing approximately 35,000 persons. In 
addition plans have been drawn, funds made available, sites ac- 

ed for eight more projects to house a total of 11,665 families. 

nstruction of one has started; work on the others is being 


delayed only by relocating of families now living on the sites. 


St. Louis was deprived of the opportunity for a similar public 
housing program by the State lature. The House last March 
killed a slum-clearance bill which would have permitted tax ex- 
emptions for low-rent housing pts aay in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. -A similar bill was defeated by the House during the 
pr revious session. Tax exemptions would have made the St. Louis 

ousing Authority eligible for Federal louns. The Authority, 
however, would have paid service charges to the city.

investors, and of annual cash subsidies for maintaining low rentals 
at city-sponsored projects.

Instead of paying New York City normal taxes, the Housing 
Authority pays service charges or taxes based on former assessed 
valuation. In 1946 the New York Housing Authority paid nearly 
$1,500,000 in city taxes on its low-cost housing developments, which 
include 14 projects housing 17,047 families, completed between 
1936 and 1944. 

Tenants for New York’s low-rent housing are selected from 
lowest income groups. Since end of the war, veterans have re- 
ceived preference, but otherwise selection is impartially based on 
need and income. There is no segregation. For prewar projects 
maximum income limits range to $1962 a year for les argest families 
—the average base rent it those projects is $25 a month for a four- 
room apartment, including gas and electricjty. Income limits will 
be: slightly higher for postwar apartments, have been set at top 
of $2100 for the first one completed. Rents are adjusted in some 
proportion to a tenant's income. 

In addition to the 16 permanent housing projects, the New York 
City Housing Authority, through Federal and State loans, has pro- 
vided 11 temporary veterans’ — projects with a total: of 
10,255 apartments.

words as “drawing room,” “compartment,” “bedroom,” have little if any 
meaning. Those who familiarize themselves with the various kinds of accom- 
modations—for instance, how a bedroom differs from a drawing room—may 
find their knowledge brings them better buys in train transportation. 

_ Pullman sleeping quarters range from upper berths to drawing rooms, 
prices are based on the standard lower berth fare. A bedroom, for instance, 
costs two lower berth fares. 

All roads offer two classes of service—first-class and coach. Coach 
fare includes seat, is the cheaper. First-class is about 1 1-4 to 1 1-2 times as 
much as coach, does not include cost of seat or sleeping space. Some west- 
ern roads offer tourist rates—between 80 and 90 per cent of first-class fares.

UT of the demoralized German masses has emerged 

a man whose political gospel and flamboyant ora- 

tory are making him heard. He is Dr. Kurt Schu- 

macher, frail, energetic, 5l-year-old leader of Germany’‘s 

reconstituted Social Democratic party. Ideologically the 

party stands slightly left of center, exerts a strong influ- 

ence in British and American-occupied zones, has support 
of British authorities. 

Schumacher, who lost his right arm in World War I, 
preaches a doctrine that is popular with a broken, bewil- 
dered people ruled by conquerers. He denies German 
war guilt, demands revision of Germany’‘s eastern frontier, 
return of all German war prisoners, postponement of rep- 
arations. Although he denounces nationalism and chau- 

‘to those very qualities by his de- 
rman war guilt, his emphasis of German 


A dynamic personality and persuasive orator, he plays 
on an audience.in a manner that evokes wild ovations. He 
flails the air with his one arm in passionate, grotesque ges- 
tures. His powerful voice exudes bitterness and sarcasm. 


His agile face reflects the tortures of his 10 years in a Nazi 
concentration camp. 

Graduated from the University of Muenster in 1926 
with a doctor's degree in political economy, he embraced 
moderate Socialism and was elected a Reichstag deputy. 
His denunciation of Naziism in 1932 landed him in the 
infamous Dachau cam Released at war's end, he 
immediately re-entered e political arena. 

Schumacher thus far has shunned office but has been 
speaking widely throughout Germany, except in the Rus- 
sian zone. There he is persona non grata because of his 


_ implacable opposition to a merger of the Communist and 


Social Democratic parties. Such a merger exists in the 
Soviet zone, but was rejected by Schumacher’s followers in 
the British, American and French zones. 

Schumacher’s most ardent supporters call him the 
spokésman of Germany’s “lost generation,” predict he will 
save Germany as its first postwar chancellor. His antag- 
onists call him a stool-pigeon, warmonger, handyman of 
British imperialism, contend he is splitting the political left 
to the advantage of the rightist parties.
